Preliminary  to  the  consolidation  of  the  ^reati  of  Ct-op  Esti- 
mates with  the  Bureau  of  Markets  on  July  1,  1921,  Mr,  Leon  M. 
Estahrook,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates,  "became  officially  . 
identified  with  the  Buieau  Ox  Markets  as  Associate  Chief,  effective 
April  1,  1921, 

Mr.  Estahrook  entered  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  in  I90U,  subsequently  being  in  charge  of 
the  Office  of  Records  of  that  bureau  and  the  Office  of  CongTessional 
Seed  Distribution.    In  I913  he  was  appointed  Chief  Clerk  of  the 
Department  and  Custodian  of  B-iildings,  and  letter  in  the  same  year 
became  Statistician  and  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Static-C'-icc .  Soon 
after  his  appointment  as  statistician  and  chief,  the  j^uxeau  of 
Statistics- was  reorganized  and  named  the  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates. 
During  his  service  as  chief  of  that  bureau  numerous  improvemienis 
were  effected  in  connection  with  the  crop  reporting  service  on 
staple  crops,  the  inauguration  of  a  truck  crop  reporting  service, 
and  a  fruit  crop  reporting  service,  as  well  as  specialization  along 
other  lines  of  related  work, 

Dui-ing  the  war  period  Mr.  Estabrook  was  designated  as 
Assistant  to  the  Secretarj?-  in  connection  v/ith  the  seed  grain  loans 
v;hich  were  made  in  the  drouth-stricken  areas  of  the  Southwest  and 
^est.    The  Agricultural  Appropriation  Act  for  the  fiscal  year  1922 
contains  an  appropriation  of  $2,000,000  for  the  purchase  of  seed 
grain  for  the  drouth- stricken  areas,  and  Mr,  Estabrook  has  beeu 
designated  by  the  Secretary  as  chairman  of  a  committee  having  super- 
vision over  this  work,  which  is  now  well  under  way. 

Mr.  Estabrook  will  make  a  detailed  study  of  the  organization, 
personnel,  and  activities  of  the  consolidated  Bureau  of  Markets  and 
Crop  Estimates,  with  a  view  to  coordinating  and  combining  in  the  mcst 
effective  manner  the  activities  of  the  combined  bureaus.

3.  "  JOINT  C0NEEREMC5S  ON  aHAIN  STANDARDS  ACT.  •  : 

A  series  of  Joint  conferences  or  hearings  v-ill  "be  held  by 
the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  the  Bureau  of  T^rkets  and  representatives 
of  the  grain  trade ^  during  the  early  part  of  A.pril  in  some  of  the 
s^outhem  States.    The  purpose  of  the  hearirigs  is  to  make  clear  to  ' 
those  concerned  the  requirem.ents  of  the  food  and  drugs  Act  in  re- 
spect .to  its  relation  to  the  grain  standards  A.ct .    A  misunderstand- 
ing of  the  meaning  of  adulteration  of  grain,  particularly  oats,  has 
been  more  or  less  prevalent  in  certain  sections.    Some  deaJers  have 
thcught  it  would  not  be  a  violation  of  the  food  and  drugs  Act  to  add 
v/ater  or  f oreign  m.aterial  so  long  as  the  grain  "made  the  grade"  under 
the  requirements  of  the  grain  standards  Act.    Oats  are  apt  to  have  a 
Irwer  lEoisture  content  at  this  time  of  year  than  the  maximum  per- 
m-is si  cile' under  the  standards j  and  there  is  some  teniptation  to  add 
water   tsfore  marketing,  to  increase  weight.    The  conferences  to  make 
clear  the  fact  that  this  is  illegal  will  be  held  as  f ollo'^s:  Louis- 
ville, Zy,,  April  5;  Cairo,  111.,  April  6;  Memphis,  Tenn.,  April  7; 
Nashville,  Tenn,,  April  Arrangements  have  been  made  V  local 

supervisors  for  a  good  attendance,  of  trade  memxbers.    The  Bureau  of 
Chenistry  \vill  probably  be  represented  "ty  Dr.  Doolittle,  Chief 

of  the  Central  District;  Dr,  W.  A.  Hoover,  Chief  of  the  Chicago  Station; 
Dr.  Sirlth,  Chief  of  the  St.  Louis  Station  and  Mr,  Leo  B.  Forst,  Chief 
of  the  Cincinnati  Station.    This  bureau  will  be  represented  by  Mr.  A.  W. 
Herger  and  Mr.  C.  L *  Finch,    A  representative  of  the  Solicitor's  office 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Section  will  probably  be  present  at  the  sessions. 

INCREASE  IN  NU^^ER  OF  COTTCTT  WAREHOUSES. 

A  little  more  than  one  year  ago  -a  temporary  field  station  was 
established  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  under  the  administration  of  the  United 
States  warehouse  Act.    At  that  time  there  were  eight  cotton  warehouses  in 
Georgia,  two  in  Alabama,  three  in  Texas,  and  one  in  Mississippi  licensed 
under  the  Federal  Act.    To  date  there  are  one  hundred  thirty-seven  licens 
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ed  iri  : Georgia 5  thirty~seven  in  Alabama,  three  in  iVfississippi,  one  in 
Lo-aisiana,  nine  in  Arkansas  and  three  in  Texas. 

In  directing  the  attention  of  v/arehousemen  to  the  advanta,ges 
01  licensing  and  bonding  their  warehouses  under  the  United  States 
warehouse  Act,  valuable  cooperation  was  secured  from  the  Georgia 
State  Bureau  of  Markets,  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Atlanta,  the 
Georgia  State  Superintendent  of  Banks,  the  Southeastern  'TJnde-rwriters  ^ 
Association  and  the  Georgia  Bankers  'Association*      The  personnel  of 
the  Atlanta  office  is  as  follows:    F.  G.  Crout,  in  charge;  Johji  P.

Beginning  April  I5  j  the  radio  market  nev7s  service  of  the  bu- 
reau vail  be  err^anded  to  include  the  sending  cf  m.arket  reports  by  wire- 
less from  Post  Office  Departm.ent  radio  stations  at  St.  Louis,  Omiaha, 
Washington  and  Belle  Eonte.  Pa.     Sending  market  reports  by  wireless 
was  begun  experimentally  iri  ''Washington  Dec.  I5 ,  I920,  by  this  bureau 
in  cooperation  v;ith  the  Bureau  cf  Standards.     The  success  of  this  ex- 
periment led  to  the  immediate  acceptance  when  an  offer  of  cooperation 
was  made  1^  the  post  Office  Departm.ent.    This  will  materially  en- 
large the  market  news  service  of  the  bureau.    The  sending  by  the  Bu- 
reau of  Standards  will  be  discontinued  viien  the  cooperation  with  the 
post  office  begins.

"Collect  Govei-Tment  "Kate." 

5.  ^en  in  travel  status,  telegrams  to  Washington,  D.  C, 
and  to  the  hcsiie  office  ,  if  a  charge  acco'jiit  is  maintain- 
ed there,  shu-ald  noc  he  px-epaid  "by  sender.    Such  tele- 
grams shoui.d  he  sent  "Collect  G-ovemment  Bate."  All 
telegrams  not  prepaid  in  cash  should  he  stamped  or  other- 
wise marked  across  the  face  thereof,  "Charge  Department 
of  AgricTilture,  Bureau  of  Markets." 

6.  Officia^l  telegrams  reserving  hotel  accommodations  must 
he  prepaid  a,t  GoveiTiment  rate  and,  if  on  actual  expenses, 
reim  U:<ri?e-mpT;.;)  should  be  claimed  in  travel  account  support- 
ed hy  a  cop^  ot  the  message.

11.  Copies  of  telegrams  chargeable  to  a  field  station  should 
he  on  file  at  said  station  for  reference  in  certifyiig 
voucher. 

12.  In  computing  cost  of  the  message  neither  the  signature  nor 
the  address  should  be  counted.    Eomerly  the  address  in  the 
G-ovemment  telegram  was  charged  for,  bat  this  is  no  longer 
the  case.    For  this  reason  definite  address  and  signature 
should  be  given.

The  Governm.ent  rate  beginning  July  1,  I92O  and  ending 
June  30,  1921,  is  U0^>  cf  the  cci'-cnercial  telegraph  rates 
as  they  existed  on  July  3^-»  It  is  impractical  to 

attenpt  to  give  a  detailed  schedule,  and  consequently 
it  ^7ill  be  necessary  for  employees  to  depend  .to  a  con- 
siderable extent  on  .telegraph  operators  for  information, 
bearing  in  mind  that  the  charge  should  be  UC^  of  the 
rates  as  sho^vn  above,  and  will  be  sul:3.ject  to  verifica- 
tion by  the  auditors.

10.    THE  ELIMIMTION  OF  THE  MISGRADING  OF  GRAIM  BECAUSE  OE  MOISTURE 

has  been  the  suqject  of  study  at  the  Omaha  office  of  the  Grain 
Division*    The  machines  used  ly  the  Inspection  Department  were 
checked  and  also  the  m.ethod  of  sanpling,  bat  no  cause  was  found  for 
variation  in  moisture.    This  led  to  the  belief  that  there  must  be 
somethir^  wrong  with  the  method  of  preserving  the  sanples  after 
they  were  drawn,    A  test  was  made  of  the  containers  used  by  the 
department  to  deterimne  how  much  the  grain  would  dry  out  when  left 
over  night.    The  moisture  content  of  the  sample  -used  for  making 
the  test  was  13,2^,     Portions  of  the  sample  were  placed  in  a 
metal  container,  as  used  ty  the  department , and  a  pasteboard  con- 
tainer, as  used  "by  the  exchange.    After  standing  one  day  the  con- 
tents were:    pasteboard  container,  17«2f.,  metal  container,  ISfo. 
^hen  the  sanple  was  tested  two  days  later  the  metal  container 
showed  ISfo  and  the  pasteboard  container  l6^.    Further  investiga- 
tion disclosed  that  the  greater  percent  of  samples  from  cars  in 
which  there  was  a  difference  in  moisture  content    was  draxm  V 
the  sanplers  late  in  the  afternoon,  delivered  to  the  inspection 
office  too  late  for  inspection,  and  left  in  a  heated  rocm  until  the 
following  morning.    The  chief  and  assistant  Inspectors  of  the  Omaha 
Grain  exchange  feel  certain  that  the  cause  of  the  disagreements  is 
largely  due  to  defective  containers ,  and  have  ordered  5OO  containers 
such  as  are  used  bj.*"  the  department.     (Grain  Division  Project  Letter

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1.     CITEUS  FRUITS  THROUGH  THE'  CANAL. 

Mr.  C.        Mann,  of  the  Preservation  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables 
in  Transit  and  Storage  Project,  has  returned  to  Washington  after  a 
trip  through  the  Panama  Canal  on  the  S.  S.  Liberator,  during  which  he 
studied  the  behavior  of  the  oar go  of  citrus  fruits  shipped  under  ven- 
tilation.   Mr.  Mann  left  the  ship  at  New  York  but  Mr.  L.  W.  Collins 
of  the  same  project,  who  also  accompanied  the  shipment  through  the 
canal,  continued  on  board  to  Philadelphia  vvhere  the  last  of  the  cargo 
was  marketed.     The  shipment  was  made  chiefly  for  experimental  pur- 
poses.   It  was,  however,  conducted  on  a  commercial  scale  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  California  Fruit  Growers  Exchange.    Thirty  cars  of 
lemons  and  one  of  oranges  were  carried  under  ventilation.    The  voyage 
lasted  twenty- two  days,  which  is  about  a  week  longer  than  the  time 
required  by  many  other  steamers  plying  the  same  route.    In  this  way 
opportunity  was  given  to  study  the  limitations  and  possibilities  of 
this  method  of  transportation  under  adverse  conditions. 

Receivers  in  New  York  expressed  themselves  as  well  pleased 
with  the  condition  in  which  the  cargo  arrived.     Twent5''-f ive  cars  of 
lemons  were  marketed  there,  and  it  was  observed  that  the  fruit  which 
had  been  most  carefully  handled  arrived  in  the  best  condition  and 
brought  the  highest  prices .     It  is  believed  that  tvith  certain  changes 
in  equipment  it  will  be  possible  to  sliip  lemons  -under  ventilation  by 
this  route  but  th3.t  refrigeration  will  be  required  for  the  proper 
shipment  of  oranges. 


2.     FIFTY  YEAR  OLD  COTTON  BROUGHT  TO  BUPJ^Au. 

That  cotton  which-  has  been  properly  stored  vd.ll  maintain  its 
tensile  and  spinning  qualities  over  a  long  period  of  tim.e  ha.s  been 
proved  by  a  sample  taken  from  a  fifty  year  old  bale  and  brought  into 
VTashington  by  Mr.  Jones,  of  Harris  County,  Georgia.    A  bale  of  cotton 
ginned  in  1270  was  kept  on  the  Jones  plantation  and  has  remained  there 
■under  proper  storage  ever  since  except  at  the  time  of  the  St.  Louis 
Exposition  in  I90U  when  it  was  on  exhibition.     Bureau  experts  tested 
the  sample  and  found  that  it  ^a^s  as  strong  as  new  cotton,  the  only 
indication  of  age  being  the  creamy  color  which  has  developed.

3-     OMHA  INSPECTION  STAFF  KEPT  BUSY. 

Daring  the  past  three  weeks  the  Onalia  grain  supervision  office 
has  si.rpervised  the  inspection  of  all  wheat  loaded  out  of  the  elevators. 
In  the  earlier  part  of  this  movement  a  niiinber  of  appeals  were  taken 
from  the  inspector's  grade,  but  mth  constant  supervision  it  has  "been 
noted  v.lth  interest  that  the  q.uality  of  the  wheat  -vvas  ver^-  good  for 
contract  grades,  and  the  inspectors  are  grading  practically  all  of  the 
grain  correctly.     The  Omaha  terminal  houses  are  selling  out  their 
entire  stocks  of  wheat  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  supervision  force 
to  supervise  the  inspection  of  the  entire  amount.    Intermarket  ir^forma,- 
tion  compiled  from  the  Omaha  shipments  of  grain  since  January  1st,  show 
that         0-  ^i^e  wheat,  corn  and  oats  were  graded  the  sam.e  at  destina- 
tion as  at  shipping  point.    Notes  in  the  Om^aha  press  indicate  that  live 
weevil  are  "beginning  to  infest  the  wheat,  stored  on  the  farms  in  south- 
eastern Nebraska.    '"Thile  southwestern  grain  markets  h^ve  been  troubled 
with  the  pest  throughout  the  crop  year,,  the  v^^.eat  arriving  at  Omaha  has 
been  comparatively  free  from  weevil,  but  it  is  believed  that  consider- 
able of  the  spring  ran  of  grain  will  be  graded  "sample  grade"  on  ac- 
co-unt  of  live  weevil. 


^ .    MILLING  TESTS  WITH  ^WET  OLOVEP  SEED. 

Recently  ejcperimsnts  -.^rere  made  in  the  Bureau  of  Markets  mill  to 
show  the  effect  of  the  admixture  of  sweet  clover  seed  in  wheat  on  mill- 
ing and  baking  q,ualities.    One  of  the  chief  difficulties  corinected  with 
the  sweet  clover  seed  that  ocrors  in  wheat  is  that  even  vsSien  the  seed 
has  been  removed,  the  odor  clings  to  the  floiar  and  is  sometimes  apparent 
even  in  the  bread.     In  studying  the  effect  of  this,  two  series  of  ten 
samples  each  'jTere  prepared,  using  varying  admixt^ares  of  the  seed  of  each 
of  the  three  sweet  clovers  commonly  foimd  in  the  United  States.  The 
quantities  of  clover  seed  used  ran  from  .ifo  to  5/^.    After  the  samples 
had  been  stored  for  two  m.onths  the  clover  seed  was  rem^oved  from  one 
series  and  both  were  milled.    During  the  milling  of  the  series  from 
which  the  clover  seed  was  removed  before  grinding,  a  faint  sweet  clover 
odor  was  given  out  by  the  samples  which  had  contained  less  than  .7^- 
In  those  which  had  been  mixed  with  higher  per  cents  it  ^^^as  unmistakable. 
In  the  feed  and  flour  resulting  the  sweet  clover  aroma  vvO-s  less  pro- 
nounced and  in  some  cases  not  perceptible.    During  the  baking,  the  odor 
continued  to  diminish  and  could  not  be  detected  in  the  cold  bread. 

The  bread  made  from  the  flour  from  which  the  clover  seed  had  not 
been  remjoved  gave  .out  a  decided  aroma  in  the  baking,  and  in  those  samples 
in  -which  m.ore  than  .5^  of  the  seed  had  been  mixed  a  disagreeable  taste 
was  noticed  in  the  finished  product.    Results  show  that  the  thxee  vari-^ 
eties  of  clover  all  have  the  same  effect  on  the  mailing  and  baking  value 
of  wheat  and  that  the  aroma  when  only  faintly  present  in  wheat  is  usual- 
ly not  noticeable  in  the  flour  or  the  bread. 
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5.     IN  BUYING  LMiB  BUY  ITOT  "r/ilTTTOK .  , 

Investigations'  cf  t-ie  Livs  Stock  and  Mea.ts  Division  indicate 
that  in  many  instances  pt^r  chasers  pay  for  lamb  and  get  mat  ton.  Recent 
fi glares  taken  from  market  reports  show  that  on  March  .24-  the  wholesale 
price  of  dressed  lamb  at  N8\v  York  '.ras  2-1/2  cents  a  pound  higher  than 
good  yearlings  and  6  cents  higher  tha.n  good  miitton.    This  suggests 
the  importance  of  being  able  to  disting-aish  lamb  from  yearling  and 
from  mutton.     The  color  of  the  meat  is  one  of  the  best  indications  of 
its  age.    Lamb  usually  ranges  from  pink  to  light  red  but  the  older 
the  animcil  the  darker  the  meat,  and  the  whiter  the  bones.    Lamb  bones 
are  smaller  in  proportion  to  the  meat  than  mutton  bones  and  have  a 
reddish  appearance.    J,fatton  bones  are  white  and  flinty.    If  the  whole 
carcass  of  the  sheep,  is  seen  the  ribs  in  the  matured  sheep  will  show- 
more  of  a  "bow"  shape  than  the  ribs  of  the  lamb. 

One  of  the  standard  ways  of  telling  Lamb  is  by  inspecting  the 
first  or  ankle  joint  of  the  front  leg.    In  lambs  and  yearlings  the 
knuckle  of  this  joint  is  broken  off  the  shank  bone  when  the'  ca,rcass 
is  dressed.     In  the  ca.se  of  the  lamb  the  exposed  end  of  the  bone  pre- 
sents a  rigid  and  porous  appearance,  is  decidedly  rod  and  is  moist  to 
the  touch.     The  older  the  animal  the  more  firmly  the  Viva ckle  is  at- 
tached to  the  bone  and  the  whiter  the  bone.     In  the  yearling  stage 
the  knuclae  still  breaks  off  but  ^-^.tien  this  is  done  the  end  of  the  bone 
has  a  hard,  rough  appearance  and  has  lost  much  of  its  red  color.  When 
the  lam.b  has  become  a  sheep  the  bone  is  so  ossified  that  the  Imuckle 
no  longer  breaks  off  the  end  of  the  bone,  but  it  is  freciuently  broken 
off  by  mechanical  means  to  make  it  look  like  lamb.    In  such  c-asos  the 
bone  lacks  the  reddish  color,  which  is  sufficient  to  reveal  its  charac- 
ter to  those  who  have  made  a  reasonable  study  of  the  matter. 

^-     VIOLATIONS  OF  THE  ORAIN  STANDARDS  AGT.  ■        •  .  " 

On  March  30,  I92I ,  the  Secretary  of  A.gricultur8  issued- his  find- 
ings of  a  violation  of  Section  5  of  the  United  States  grain  standards 
Act  on  the  part  of  0.  Vanier,  of  Falrb'ory,  Neb. 

These  findings  show  that  Mr.  Vsmier  purchased  from  the  Jansen 
Milling  Company,  Jansen,  Neb.  one  carload  of  No.  '4  or  better,  White 
..corn  for.  shipment  to  Atchison, .  Kan.  ,  Atchison  weights  and  official 
grades.    Upon  arrival  at  Atchison  the  corn  ':;;'as  inspected  and  graded  ty 
a  licensed  inspector  who  found  it  to  be  No ,  3  White  with  a  moisture 
content  of  17  per  cent.    Wlien  the  certificate  ivas  received  by  Mr.  Vanier 
he  altered  the  same  to  show  a  grade  of  No.  U  White  with  a  moisti?,re  con- 
.tent  of  IS  per  cent,  and;  transmitted  the  certificate  so  altered  to  the 
:  shipper,  the  Jansen  Milling  Company,-  thereby  representing  to  that  Com- 
pany that  the  corn  had  graded  No.  4.  white  at  Atchison,  wnereas  in  fact 
the  licensed  inspector  had  found  it  to  be  No,  3  White. 
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7.     WiB  KEI.IEF  ASSOCIATION  IN  ^T^ED  OF  TOILS.

9.     imVANCFS  OF  FUia)S  K)P  OFFICIAL  TPJIVFLING  EXPENSES. 

'The  great  n-umber  of  q.ueries  received  relative  to  the  methods  to 
be  used  in  obtaining  and  accounting  for  advances  of  funds  -londer  Memo- 
rand-um  No.  33^ »  issued  February  25,  1921,  by  the  Secretary,  indicates 
that  there  is  considerable  uncertainty  amiong  employes  as  to  correct 
procedure . 

These  advances  will  be  made  only  for  the  p-cxpose  of  relieving 
employes  from  the  necessity  of  using  personal  funds  for  meeting  expenses 
to  be  incurred  for  official  travel.     An  empio^^e  who  finds  it  necessary 
to  ^secure  such  an  advance  should  fill  out  a  single  copy  of  Dept.  Form 
100  and-  make  formal  application  through  the  leader  of  his  division  on 
this  form.     (This  form  is  the  only  one  of  those  used  in  connection  with 
such  advances  carried  in  stock  by  the  bureau  and  m.ay  be  obtained  from 
the  Property  Clerk  through  the  Head  Clerks  of  Divisions  J    After  the 
application  has  been  initialed  by  the  Project  Leader  and  approved  by  the 
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Chief  or  Acting  Chief  of  Bureau,  it  should  he  forwarded  to  the  Office 
of  Supplies  and  Accounts,     The  application  is  then  recorded  in  tliat 
office  and  transmitted  to  the  Disbursing  Clerk  of  the  Cepartment  ac- 
companied by  a  copy  of  the  letter  authorizing  the  travel.    A  bond  for 
$1,000  is  required,  is  good  for  one  year,  and  covers  all  advances 
during  tiiis  period.    If  a  surety  bond  is  not  already  on  file  ivith  the 
Disbursing  Clerk,  he  v/ill  furnish  the  applicant  vvith  a  form  to  be  used 
in  giving  such  bond  and  information  as  to  the  a.cceptable  bonding  com- 
panies.   Upon  acceptance  of  the  bond  by  the  Disbursing  Clerk,  he  ^jvill 
forv/ard  to  the  applicant  a  check  for  the  amount  requested » 

Form  101,  which  is  used  for  submitting  travel  accounts  under 
this  memorandum,  is  furnished  by  the  Disbursing  Clerk  to  persons  to 
whom  advances  are  made  and  provides  for  a  statement  from  the  traveler 
of  any  balances  carried  forward  and  the  amount  advanced  hiu  since  the 
submittal  of  his  previous  account.     The  balances  can  be  carried  over 
for  a  series  of  trips  running  up  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  pro- 
vided the  series  of  trips  are  made  under  the  authority  contained  in 
one  letter.    Upon  the  completion  of  the  work  under  a  particular  letter, 
or  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  bond,  the  balance  in  the 
hands  of  the  employe  m^ciBt  be  deposited  with  the  Disbursing  Clerk  of 
the  Department.     If  additional  funds  are  needed,  subsequent  applica- 
tions should  be  submitted  on  form.  100  in  the  same  manner  as  outlined 
above,  except  that  portion  which  relates  to  the  giving  of  bend,  and 
should  be  made  at  the  time  of  the  rendition  of  a  travel  account.  Ex- 
pense accounts  must  be  submitted  promptly,  in  accordance  wi-th  the 
fiscal  reg'jlations ,  and  at  least  once  a  month,

13.     A  RECENT  BILL  PASSED  BY  TEE  mSEINGTOI"  STATE  LEGISLATURE  permits 
Eederal  appeals  to  be  called  upon  intrastate  shipments  of  grain.    It  . 
has  been  signed  by  the  Governor  and  will  become  effective  in  ninety- 
days.     The  measure  provides  that  any  interested  person  who  is  dis- 
satisfied with  the  inspector's  grade  on  an  intrastate  shipment  of  grain 
for  which  Eederal  standards  have  been  established,  may  appeal  tc  the 
Eederal  Grain  Supervisor  of  the  district  in  which  the  State  of  Washing- 
ton is  located  for  the  correct  grade  of  the  grain  in  question.  The 
Grain  Supervisor  shall  then  confer  mth  State  authorities  as  to  the 
grade  and  shall  issue  a  certificate  that  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
in  any  court  in  the  State.     This  legislation  is  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  U.  S.  Secretary  of  Agric^ol ture. 

ih,     THE  T^ATCHEE  DISTRICT  COOPERATIVE  ASSOCIATION,  a  non-stock  organ-

One  of  the  c^usstions  mcst  frequently  asked  in  the  Chicago  Live 
S to cli  Exchange  each  rriorning  as  the  hcjir  of  11  approaches  is  ""-vh^.t '  s 
the  run  for  tomorro-v?"     It  is  ans'verel  by  the  estirrate  irade  oy  the  Live 
Stock  Office  of  the  Burea-a  of  Markets  -'/hj-ch  is  posted  each  Tinarket  day 
on  the  bulletin  board  of  the  Exchange,    "Ten  t'venty  fifteen/'  -rhen 
repeated  by  the  initiated,  means  that  the  bureau  has  estir^ated  that 
appro xiirately  ten  thousand  cattle,  twenty  thousand  hogs,  and  fifteen 
thousand  sheep  -'rill  come  into  the  stock  yards  for  the  folio^ving  day's 
trading.     The  estiir.ate  is  al^vays  made  in  round  niombers  ^vnd  al-vaj'-s 
posted  in  the  sair.e  order  -  first  cattle,  then  hogs,   then  sheep.     It  is 
one  of  the  important  factors  in  deterirdning  the  prices  paid  for  live 
stock  not  only  in  Chicago  but  at  other  live  stock  iTiarkets  as  -'•'ell. 

It  is  prepared  by  -he  Live  Stock  "division  of  t'nls  b^areau  from 
figures  furnished  by  all  of  the  railroads  entering  Chicago  and  by 
applying  the  la-.v  of  averages.     Eeports  are  received  by  telephone  from 
the  railroads  as  to  the  nuinber  of  carloads  of  each  class  and  of  nrixed 
live  stock  enroute ,  or  for  -n^hich  cars  have  been  ordered,  th^t  sho'old 
reach  the  city  in  tiire  for  the  next  da^-'s  trade.     From  these  reports 
and  the  records  of  actual  and  estimated  receipts  by  da^^s  of  the  -veek 
whdch  h^ve  been  kept  since  Dec.  15,  IS^^j    vhen  this  service  ^as  begun 
by  the  bureau,  it  is  possible  to  determir.e  -Tith  a  liigh  degree  of 
accuracy  by  11  a.m.  each  day  tne  probable  rramber  of  cars  tr-at  -viil 
arrive  '^or  the  follc'ving  day  and  the  average  n^amber  of  animc-ls  per  car. 

A  com^parison  C9t-:een  the  present  estir^&tes  ^nd  those  released 
prior  to  the  time  that  the  work  "Aras  taken  over  by  the  Bureau  of  Mcjrkets 
shows  a  material  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  error.     Luring  the 
first  23  days  of  March  there  were  only  four  instances  -.vhen  the  esti- 
mates differed  from  the  actual  receipts  by  more  then  1,0C0  head.  On 
nine  days  the  estimate         within  5C0  head  of  the  actual  receipts, 
^/hich  is  considered  perfect  for  market  reporting  purposes. 

The  reliability  of  this  advance  estimate  is  indicated  by  its 
general  acceptance  by  the  trade  which  uses  it  in  daily  transactions 
in  the  market  follomng  its  release.     It  also  serves  as  3.n  iniicator 
to  the  trade  elsewhere  and  to  country  shippers  as  to  market  prospects 
for  the  follo^ng  day. 
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The  most  valuable  inflnence  of  the  estimate  is  its  effect  in 
assisting  to  sta^bilize  the  Tnarket.    Knowledge  obtained  from  accurate 
advance  estimates  permits  producers  in  a  great  irany  instances  to  load 
or  hold  back  shipments  as  trade  conditions  ^varrant,  thereby  lessening 
the  probability  of  supply  gluts  or  shortages.    It  also  assists  killers 
at  other  points  buying  on  this  market  in  plarjning  -/here  or  --vhen  to 
place  their  orders  for  supplies,  and  is  of  value  to  local  killers  and 
the  stock  yards  company  in  planning  labor  needs  for  the  ensuing"  day. 

2.  FARM  LEGISLATION  BEING  DISCUSSED. 

Pepresentatives  of  a  number  of  farmers'  organisations  have  been 
meeting  in  Washington  during  the  past  -^veek  and  have  discussed  recom- 
mendations for  a  program  of  legislation  on  a  number  of  subjects,  i^mong 
these  are  taxation,  transportation,  cooperation,  packer  control ,  short 
time  credits  and  tariff.     The  organizations  represented  'vere :  The 
American  Farm  Eureau  Federation,  The  National  Milk  Producers  Associa- 
tion, The  National  Grange,  The  National  Ec^rmers  Union,  The  .'American 
Cotton  Gro^^rs  Asso2iation,  The  International  Farm  Congress  ani  the 
National  Board  of  Fam  nrgani2:ations . 

3.  JOINT  CONtjERENCES  B'JREAU  OF  CFE;r^T5TBY  CONCLUDED. 

The  series  of  joint  conferences  held  by  this  bureau  and  the 
Bureau  of  Chemistry  to  make  clear  the  re;T.uirem.ents  of  the  food  and 
drugs  Act  and  its  relationsh3.p  to  the  grain  standards  Act,  have  been 
concluded.     These  meetings  ^vere  held  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  April  5  J 
Cairo,  111.,  April        MemphJLs,  TeriQ.  ,  April  7,  ^2id  in  Nashville,  Terjn, , 
April         It  is  reported  that  much  interest  -.^s  disple.yed  by  repre- 
sentatives of  the  trade  and  results  of  the  conferences  >vere  noted  in 
inquiries  received  later  by  supervision  of f ices .     About  thirty-five 
members  of  the  trade  attended  the  Nashville  meeting.    Practically  every 
grain  firm  in  the  city         represented  at  the  Louisville  meeting  and 
Mr.  J.  D.  Turner  represented  the  Kentucky  A. gri cultural  Station.  This 
bureau  ^»^3  represented  in  the  conference  by  Mr.  A.  W.  Herger  and  Mr. 
C.  L.  Finch,  of  Chicago,  and  by  Division  and  District  Supervisors. 

4.  LIMITS  ON  USE  OF  LEASED  ^RES  FOR  mSCELLAI'IEQUS  MESSAGES. 

Since  April  1  the  bureau  has  been  attempting  to  handle  over  two 
leased  \vire  circuits  the  Lierket  ne^vs  services  and  reports  for  "^hich 
fc^or  circuits  were  available  up  to  th^t  time.     The  full  12  h^urs  for 
which  these  circiiits  are  leased  dadly  is  scheduled,  being  taken  up 
almiOst  entirely  mth  daily  or  other  periodical  irarket  news  reports. 
Daily  records  kept  of  the  actual  use  of  the  circuits  since  Spril  1  show 
that  mth  such  wire  trouble  as  occ-jrs  from  timie  to-  time,  the  12-hour 
period  is  usually  inadeiiuate  for  handling  all  of  the  ■•'crk  regularly 
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sched-dled.     The  idle  tiiTie  on  the  -dres  has  teen  almost  entirely 
eliiDinated. 

Under  such  conditions  the  transmittal  of  any  considerable 
n-omber  of  miscellaneo-as  messages  is  inxpossible .     The  regularly  sched- 
uled nexvs  services  ^;7ill  not  "be  interriipi.ed  for  any  messages,  official 
or  other-.Tise,  except  those  directly  iroiri  or  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
or  those  addressed  to  the  Secretary/  of  Agriculture  or  from  him  or  his 
iTrmediate  office.     No  messages  should  be  addressed  to  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  which  are' not  of  such  a  nature  that  they  should  he  brought 
to  liis  personal  attention.     Other  than  these  a  strictly  limited  ni:imber 
of  miscellaneous  official  messages  may  be  accepted,  al-'/ays  subject  to 
an  indefinite  period  of  delay,  -^hich  in  some  cases  may  even  extend  to 
a  day  or  more.    As  a  general  rule,  the. miscellaneous  telegraphic  busi- 
ness of  the  bureau  should  be  handled  over  commercial  vvires ,  and  on 
account  of  the  additional  expense  involved  such  messages  sho*ald  be 
held  to  an  irreducible  minimum. 

5.   coNcsRmNa  fbomotions. 

Recently ,  in  a  numher  of  cases,  the  bureau  has  received  comm^jni- 
cations  from  persons  outside  of  the  service  of  the  bureau  ccmn.ending 
certain  employees  and  recomm.ending  their  prom.otion.    Wliile  officials 
of  the  btureau  are  ^.l ways  gla-d  to  receix^e  such  letters  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  they  can  have  no  influence  in  securing  for  an  em- 
ployee a  promotion  at  a  date  earlier  than  is  m.erited  by  ability  and 
efficient  service  in  competition  ^vith  other  comparable  employees.  It 
is  not  always-  possible  to  secure  promiOtions  as  rapidly  as  they  are 
deserved,  due  to  operating  restrictions  and  limd  tations .  Eo-.vever, 
every  effort  is  being  and  \vill  be  made  to  secure  m-erited  recognition. 

It  is  suggested  that  all  employees,  and  in  particular  those 
clerical  emToloyees  who  -^re  unable  to  attend  the  m.ass  meeting  of  cleri- 
cal workers  held  in  the  National  Museum  last  October,  read  the  article 
covering  the  meeting  which  deals  isith  the  matter  of  promiOtions  and 
personnel  problems  contained  in  Information  Circular  Vol.  Ill,  No. 
dated  October  12,  I32C.

7.     PHYSICAL  QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  REINSTATEMENT. 

In  Circular  No.  67,  Office  of  the  Secretary,  circulated  to 
field  offices  in  the  last  number  of  the  Bureau  Ne^vs ,  attention  is 
called  to  the  fact  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  req.uires  that  in 
-recommending  the  reinstatement  of  a  former  employee  who  has  served  not 
less  than  fifteen  years,  "the  Chief  of  Bureau  vd.ll  state  in  the  recom- 
mendation for  reinstatement  that  the  person  proposed  for  reinstatement 
is  physically  qualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  position  to  which 
his  reinstatement  is  recommended."    It  will  therefore  "be  necessary 
that  the  statement  as  to  physical  qualifications  required  "by  the  Com- 
mission shall  "be  included  in  every  sub-req.uest  or  recommendation  cover- 
ing the  reinstatement  of  a  person  who  has  had  fifteen  years  or  more  of 
service  in  the  Federal  Government  (including  military  and  naval  ser- 
vice) . 

2.    MINNESOTA      GRAIN  INSPECTION  FORCE  GREATLY  REDUCED. 

Due  to  the  banlaniptcy  of  the  Minnesota  State  Grain  Inspection 
Department,  it  ha^  been  necessary  during  the  past  month  to  lay  off  a 
large  number  of  grain  samplers  and  clerks,  as  well  as  grain  inspectors. 
Most  of  the  regular  grain  inspectors  will  be  given  a  month's  leave  of 
absence  without  pay,  about  a  dozen  of  them,  to  begin  this  involuntary 
suspension  of  activities  the  middle  of  this  m^onth.    As  receipts  are 
not  heavy  at  this  time,  it  is  not  likely  that  there  will  be  any  slow- 
ing up  of  inspection  work.

A  Department  of  Agriculture  Club  :vas  formed  April  6,  in  Buffalo,

of  the  sender  by  means  of  credentials  customarily 
supplied  by  the  Govermnent  to  employees  of  travel 
status,  which  will  obviate  the  necessity  for  cards 
heretofore  used.''

EFFICIENCY 

13.     The  follomng  paragraphs  describe  a  pending  or  follow-up  file  in 
use  in  one  of  the  administrative  offices  of  the  bureau,  which  with  sim- 
plifications or  m.odiiications  is  also  used  in  some  of  the  other  bureau 
offices  and  generally  in  other  Government  and  commercial  organizations. 
It  consists  principally  of  one  folder  for  each  m^onth  of  the  year  and 
one  for  each  day  of  the  month.    Papers  v/hich  re^i-jire  attention  at  any 
future  time  are  filed  in  the  proper  folder.     If  this  is  a  later  date 
in  the  current  month  they  are  filed  in  the  folder  for  that  day  of  the 
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inonth.     If  it  is  for  a  f-ut-ors  ironth  they  are  placed  in  the  folder  for 
that  month,  and  on  the  first  day  of  the  inonth  either  g?ven  attention 
or  placed  in  the  proper  day  folder.     This  file  also  contains  various 
folders  for  papers  of  certain- special  classes.     These  folders  are  of 
heavier  iT3terial  and  of  a  different  color.    Most  of  the  subjects  for 
these  speciP-l  folders  pertain  to  the  ^vork  of  the  officer  in  whose 
desk  they  are  filed.    One,  however,  is  a  general  parpose  fc/ider  ^.vhlch 
might  "be  njised  hy  aryone,  and  that  is  the  dictation  folder  ^here  letters 
are  accom-olated  for  the  dictation  of  replies. 

This  particular  file  is  installed  in  a  so-called  "FlexiFile". 
This  "Flexinie"  is  a  device  equipped  with  rods  which  slide  in  grooves, 
and  cloth  containers  for  the  folders  are  suspended  from  the  rods. 
This  device  -atiliaes  all  of  the  space  in  the  dra^ver  compartment  in 
which  it  is  placed.     In  t'nis  specific  case  it  is  placed  in  a  wide  -draw- 
er so  that  papers  are  filed  parallel  with  the  long  Pvxis  to  the  drawer, 
thus  making  it  very  easy  for  any  person  seated  a-,  the  desk  to  refer 
instantly  to  aiiy  part  of  the  file.     The  FLexi-'ile  slides  readily  in 
its  grooves,  making  it  possible  "by  a  mere  touch  to  open  any  folder 
instantly.    Any  spa:re  space  can  be  made  available,  instantly  for  open- 
ing the  folder  desired.    Heavy  catalogs  and  t?ae  tlxinnest  sheets  of 
paper  can  be  filed  side  by  side  and  both  stand,  flat  without  any  bend- 
ing or  curling  whatever.    This  "FlexiPile*'  -.vas  secured  from  the  "Flexi- 
File"  Manufacturing  Company/,  of  II5  East  South  Fater  Street ,  Chicago, 
111.    Descriptive  licerat-^re  and  a  blank  for  measurements  may  be  found 
in  the  office  appliance  files  of  the  central  office  of  the  Branch  of 
Operation.     It  is  too  expensive  for  use  for  general  correspondence 
files,  but  is  well  worth  wiinle  in  a  file  of  the  kind  described. 

A  supplement  to  this  pending  file  for  letters,  memoranda,  and 
other  papers  of  a  similar  size  is  a  5  x  3  current  iiidex  box  in  another 
drawer  of  the -desk,  '^ith  indexed  cards  for  the  various  months  of  the 
year  and  n-ijanbered  cards  for  the  da,ys  of  the  mionth.    Written  memoranda 
in  regard  to  m.a-t'ers  to  be  given  a-ttention  in  the  future  are  written 
on  paper  boTUxd  in  5^-3         paper  pads,  the  sheet  detached  and  filed 
as  me.y  be  necessary  belund  a  guide  bearing  the  date  of  the  m.onth  or 
the  g-aide  designating  the  day  of  a  month  as  indicated  for  papers  in 
the  file  described  above. 

These  files  are  in  the  desk  of  Mr.  H.  V.  Bailey  and  may  be 
examined  at  any  time.

16.  BETTER  MARKETING  PRACTICES  have  m.ade  possible  the  reduction  of 
losses  to  egg  shippers  in  Oregon.     Losses  of  bl-3/4  dozen  broken  and 
short,  and  519  dozen  wet  out  of  the  193,900  shipped  by  a  cooperative 
society,  were  reported  between  Aug.  1  and  Dec.  3I,  I92O.    During  the 
first  two  months  of  the  present  year  only  9-1/2  dozen  were  lost  out 

of  a  total  shipment  of  lU6,2B0  dozen.    Dr.  Hector  Macpherson,  Research 
Agent  in  Marketing  in  the  State  of  Oregon,  has  been  m.aking  special 
studies  of  egg  shipments.

Meadows,  Head  of  the  Cotton  Division,  v/i  11  attend  sessions  of  the  World's 
Cotton  Conference  to  be  held  June  I3  to  22  in  Liverpool,  England,  Mr. 
Meadox'-v'S  will  read  a  paper  before  the  Conference  on  ''Universal  Standards 
for  American  Cotton."    It  is  hoped  that  a  single  set  of  standards  for  the 
world  trade  in  American  cotton  mil  be  adopted  as  a- result  of  this  con- 
f^ence.    It  is  thought  that  the  time  3,nd  place  of  the  Conference  are 
both  propitious  for  attaining  this  res^ilt  because  the~  entire  cotton  in- 
dustry from  grower  to  consuiEer,  will  be  represented  and  £tll  phases  of  the 
problem  can  be  discussed  a,t  the  same  time.

The  exact  method  of  reaching  this 
result  cannot  now  be  foreseen  but  any  action  taken  will  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  Secretary  Wallace.

2.  SHIP  TO  BECOME  A  LABORATORY. 

The  Atlantic,  G^.ilf  and  Pacific  Steam-ship  Co.  is  now  contemplating 
arrangements  to  equip  the  S.  S.  Charles  H.  Cam.p  and  adapt  it  for  use  as 
a  practical  laboratory  in  which  the  shipping  of  citrus  fruits  and  apples 
from  the  Pacific  coast  to  eastern  markets  by  v;ay  of  the  Panama  Canal  can 
be  studied.     The  plans  have  been  worked  out  in  cooperation  with-  the  Pre- 
servation of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  Project  of  this  bureau.    Every  effort 
will  be  ms-Ae  to  eq.uip  the  ship  v/ith  up-to-date  apparatus  for  the  thorough 
study  of  the  problem  of  this  method  of  transportation.     The  cargo  space 
will  be  divided  into  'different  compartm.ents  in  which  different  sets  of  con- 
ditions can  be  produced  and  controlled.    It  will  also  be  possible  to  make 
records  under  variable  transit . conditions .     Some  fa-ctcrs  that  enter  into 
the  transportation  of  frmts  and  vegetables  through  the  canal  are  tempera- 
ture, ventilation,  humidity  and  other  air  conditions,  such  as  the  accumu- 
lation of  gases  and    aeration.    Various  degrees  of  ventilation  and  re- 
frigeration mil  be  studied. 

Oranges,  lemons  and  apples  mil  be  the  rjrincipal  fruits  to  be  trans- 
ported in  the  Cramp  which  mil  operate  between  the  Pacific  and  Atlantic 
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coasts  while  the  tests  are  oeing  made.    Several  of  the  i^nerican  steamship 
lines  are  interested  in  the  economical  fitting  out  of  ships  to  engage  in 
the  transportation  of  perishahle  fruits  and  vegetables  by  way  of  the 
Canal  to  Atlantic  coast  ports  and  to  Europe.

h .    MIMESOTA  DELEGATION  TQ  DISCUSS  GRADES  . 

Secretary  Wallace  will  receive  a  delegation  from  Minnesota  to- 
morrow, April  27,  1921,  at  2  p.m.  and  will  hold  a  hearing  on  changes 
that  have  been  requested  in  the  requirements  of  the  Federal  wheat  grades, 
with  particular  reference  to  the  grades  on  Hard  Red  Spring  wheat.     It  is 
understood  that  the  delegation  is  com.ing  because  of  action  recently  taken 
by  the  Minnesota  legislature  looking  to  the  re-establishment  of  former 
Minnesota  State  grades,  in  case  the  Federal  grades  rem^ain  unchanged.  The 
Minneapolis  Chamber  of  Commerce  will  be  represented  at  the  hearing  as 
well  as  coirmission  houses  and  millers  organizations.    Among  the  delegates 
from  Minnesota  will  be :    Mr.  O.B.P.  Jacobson,  State  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commissioner;  Mr.  George  Tunelle,  Chief  of  the  State  Grain  Inspec- 
tion Department;  Mr.  A.  F.  Evanson,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Appeals 
and  a  committee  of  three  from  each  house  of  the  State  legislature.  In 
addition  to  these  representatives  from  Minnesota,  it  is  ujndei-c^tood  that 
others  will  be  here  from  Montana,  Idaho,  Washington,  and  North  and  South 
Dakota,  as  well  as  the  Chief  Inspectors  from  Baltim-ore  and  Phi  1  ad elphia . 
The  Secretary  will  not  announce  a  decision  until  the  matter  has  been  fully 
considered. 

5.    imKE'V  IIvTFORMATION  TO  HANDLE  ALL  RADIO  NEWS  SERVICE. 

Mr.  W.  A.  '^^heeler,  who  has  recently  returned  from  a  trip  to  St. 
Louis  and  Omaha  to  inaugurate  the  Radio  Market  News  Service  at  these 
points,  reports  very  favorably  upon  the  results  that  have  been  obtained 
during  the  first  few  days  that  the  service  has  been  in  operation  at  these 
points.    He  has  stated  that  because  of  the  novelty  of  this  kind  of  service 
there  is  a  possible  danger  of  some  persons  undertaking  to  handle  and  dis- 
seminate m.arket  news  by  this  method  before  considering  fully  all  of  the 
possibilities  and  limitations  of  radio  communication.    In  the  interests 
of  correlation  and  the  elimination  of  duplication  it  is  requested  that  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  dissemdnation  of  m.arket  news  by  radio,  be  taken' 
up  with  the  Division  of  Market  Information  at  Washington  before  any  ar- 
rangements are  cons"ammated  to  furnish  market  reports  to  radio  disseminating 
agencies  or  before  entering  into  any  kind  of  cooperation  in  this  matter. 
If  anything  has  already  been  done  by  any  of  the  other  divisions  of  the 
bureau, in  this  direction,  it  is  requested  that  a  full  report  of  actions 
taken  and  of  reports  handled  be  made  to  Mr.  Wheeler  at  the  earliest  possible 
date.     Confusion  and  duplication  of  reports  and  efforts  are  sure  to  result 
unless  all  matters  of  this  kind  are  handled  by  one  division  of  the  bureau. 
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6.    MR.  ESTABROOK  INVITES  SUGGESTIONS. 

Mr.  L.  M.  Estabrook,^A^  is  now  Associate  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Markets,  is  T^rorking  on  plans  for  the  effective  combination  of  the  two 
■bureaus,  and  has  written  the  following  letter  in  which  he  asks  for  sug- 
gestions as  to  the  successful  accompli shnent  of  the  consolidation: 

MEMORAmJM  EOR  OFFICERS 
AHD  EMPLOYEES  OF  THE  BUREAU  OF  MARKETS . 

The  Agricultural  Appropriation  Bill  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  3^,  1922,  provides  that  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  the  Bureau 
of  Crop  Estimates  shall  be  consolidated  on  July  1,  192I.    One  of  the  argu- 
ments in  favor  of  this  consolidation  was  the  possibility  of  eliminating 
duplication  of  effort  and  unnecessary  expense  by  the  forces  of  the  two 
bureaus  both  in  Washington  and  in  the  field.    My  object  in  transferring 
to  the  Bureau  of  Markets  prior  to  July  1  v;as  to  have  an  opportunity  to 
become  familiar  with  the  organization,  the  work,  the  personnel  and  the 
equipment  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets,  with  a  view  to  working  out  in  advance 
the  details  necessary  to  effect  the  consolidation  in  such  a  way  that  the 
forces  and  equipment  of  the  two  bureaus  can  be  brought  together  at  the 
beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  year  without  friction  or  confusion  and  that 
thereafter  the  functions  of  the  different  organization  urd.ts  ^vili  be  so 
coordinated  that  the  important  work  of  the  combined  bureau  vvill  proceed 
harmoniously,  effectively,  and  economically.    In  bringing  about  such  a 
com.bination  it  is  necessary  to  consider  such  matters  as  the  proper  f-ionc- 
tion  of  each  organization  unit ,  the  qualifications  of  the  personnel,  es- 
pecially project  leaders  and  specialists  in  the  Washington  office  and  in 
the  field,  their  location,  equipment  and  facilities  for  collecting  and 
disseminating  information,  the  maximim  work  that  can  be  carried  on  with 
the  funds  available,  and  the  possibilities  of  future  development  with  a 
view  to  improving  and  extending  the  service.    These  are  subjects  in  which 
every  project  leader  and  specialist  in  the  bureau  should  be  interested, 
and  I  am  sure  that  many  of  them,  because  of  their  experience  and  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  organization,  personnel  and  practical  conditions,  are 
in  a  position  to  make  valuable  suggestions.    I  shall  be  glad,  therefore, 
to  hsivte  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  all  bureau  employees  in  the 
form  of  constructive  suggestions  which  will  be  helpful  in  making  the  best 
combination  of  the  two  bureaus  for  efficient  and  satisfactory  service.

Section  in  the  matter  of  distributing  refunded  excess  profits  on  I9IS 
wool.    I>ci.ring  that  week  11,^5  checks  representing  $53>i^^'0^  were  mailed 
out  to  growers.     The  total  number  of  refund  checks  which  have  been 
mailed  out  to  date  is      ,hQ2  i^iiich  distributed  excess  profits  amounting 
to  $125,^^3 -^^^     Tt  mil  be  noted,  therefore,  that  m.ore  than  one-fifth 
of  the  total  number  of  checks  and  one-fourth  of  the  total  amount  of  m.oney 
was  distributed  during  that  one  week.    The  distribution  of  refunds  ^vas 
begun  last  October.     The  record  m.ade  during  that  week,  however,  was  due 
to  an  accjmulation  of  checks  received  from  the  disbursing  office  and  the 
special  effort  m.ade  to  bring  the  work  up  to  date. 

Up  to  this  timie  $56S,ll6.5^  has  been  received  from  wool  dealers 
as  excess  profits  to  be  distributed  to  the  growers.    Pending  excess 
profits  cases  involve  an  additional  miriimum  amount  of  $5S1,600.27  due 
the  GoverrjLent ,  -Ahich  wdll  make  the  total  refund  from  ^vool  dealers 
$1 ,  m-9,7l6.Sl .     This  represents  the  excess  profits  thus  far  ascertained 
and  demanded  from  6s  central  dealers  and  953  co^ontry  dealers.  According 
to  the  reports  submitted  by  vrool  dealers,  only         o-  ^'^^  central  deal- 
ers and  20^  of  the  country  dealers  made  excess  profits  on  their  I9IS 
transactions.

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1.     HEATER  CAE  TTSTS  EESmiED .  U3i 

Losses  of  two  to  three  million  dollars  to  the  apple  growers  of 
the  Pacific  Northwest  in  the  year  I92C,  due  to  freezing  of  the  fruit 
in  transit,  have  emphasized  the  importa^nce  of  solving  this  transporta- 
tion problem  for  that  section  of  the  country.     Studies  of  heater  and 
refrigerator  cars  made  "by  the  Sureau  of  Markets  ^^?sre  res"umed  last 
vanter  when  two  trips  were  m,a,de  in  Tecemher  and  Febrr^ary.    Results  in- 
dicate that  a  marked  improvement  in  the  heating  of  cars  now  in  use  may 
"be  secured  through  methods  of  loading  to  facilitate  air  circulation  ' 
in  the  cars  and  in  other  ways. 

The  OT^XK  of  the  prohlemi  of  the  heater  and  refrigerator  car  is 
the  distrihution  01  air  50  as  to  keep  the  entire  load  at  ahout  the  s^e 
temperature.     The  problem  recently  studiedhy  the  Project  of  Preservation 
of  Pruits  and  Vegetables  in  Transit  and  Storage  was  the  development  of 
the  efficient  use  of  poi-'vable  heaters  and  a  fui'^tner  study  of  the  miethods 
of  heating  the  improved  car  having  3.  floor  heating  system.     Seven  car- 
loads of  apples  were  included  on  each  trip.     Six  carv5  ^i^re  of  the 
refrigerator  type  dn  general  use  on  the  Great  Northern  Railroad  and  the 
seventh  was  the  check  refrigerator  car  mth  the  floor  heating  system. 
Portable  oil  stoves  were  used  to  he?-t  the  cars.     These  were  placed  in 
the  burners.     It  is  customary  to  pi-.ce  the  heaters  on  the  ice  racks,  but 
the  tests  showed  that  they  should  be  placed  on  the  floor  of  the  b^jnkers. 

In  some  cars  the  fruit  was  covered  with  building  paper,  a  space 
being  left  in  the  center  of  the  car  and  at  the  avails,  and  in  this  \^y 
the  warm  air  ^^•^s  made  to  circulate  along  the  walls  and  tlirough  the  center 
of  the  load  ^^hich  is  usually  the  section  most  apt  to  freeze  because  of 
its  distance  from  the  heaters.  '          ■  . 

The  tests  maide  by  the  bureau  -/ere  conducted  in  cooperation  with 
the  Great  Northern  Railroad  which  furn_ished  a  well  equipped  living  car 
for  the  men  who  accompanied  the  shipments  and  cooperated  in  every  way  to 
m.ake  the  experim.ents  successful.     The  bureau          represented  cy  Mr.  R.  R. 
Pailthorp  and  Vsr.  V,  G.  Gibson,     Mr.  Edmn  Smith  represented  the  ^'enatchee 
Valley  Traffic  Association  and  the  Great  Northern  Railroad  was  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  B.  P.  Jones,  Superintendent  of  Transportation,  who  accom- 
panied the  tests.

MEMOEAin)UM  FOR  CHIEFS  OE  DI\TSTONS  MD  SPECIALISTS. 

At  a  conference  of  "bureau  chiefs  April  26,  Secretary  Wallace 
asked  that  each  bureau  prepare  memoranda  of  sttiiiing  examples  of  the 
value  of  scientific  research,  stating  that  in  h^is  iuigiiTenb  scientific 
research  is  the  rock  foundation  of  all  other  work  \7i.G'nin  the  Govern- 
ment service  as  ^velL  as  one  of  the  most  important  factors  of  all 
progress,  financial  prosperity  and  welfare  outside  of  the  service. 
Each  Division  Chief  and  Specialist  in  the  Eureau  of  Markets  is  there- 
fore requested  to  give  thought  to  this  suoject  and  to  fui-nish  a  "brief 
statement  of  any  instances  mthin  his  kno^viedge  or  o'Dservation  of  any 
piece  of  scientific  investigation  or  research  v;hlah  has  resulted  in 
increasing  the  efficiency  or  economy  in  product l(/a,  handling,  storage, 
transportation,  distri"bution  or  marketing;  or  in  a.ny  other  field  of 
human  endeavor  which  has  added  to  the  vveal-uh,  comfort  or  happiness  of 
marjkind. 

Special        consideration,  of  course,  shoiild  "be  given  to  the 
legitim.ate  field  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets,  particularly  the  investi- 
gational activities  of  the  "bureau  and  to  improvements  which  have  re- 
sulted from  some  investigational  -work  outside  the  "bureau  in  the  same 
field. 

"Wherever  practicable  the  statement  should  inrilade  an  estimate  . 
of  the  probable  cost  of  the  investigation  a.nd  tho  c;,rproxim.ate  value 
of  the  benefits  res-ijilting  therefrom.     The  following  outline  is  sug- 
gested':

5.     BL?:FAU  TO  FF^CEIVE  FJiPORTS  ON  INSECTS. 

Arrangements  have  recently  been  made  whereby  a  weekly  report  on 
the  presence  and  possible  effect  on  crops  of  insect  pests  in  various 
sections  of  this  country  will  be  furnished  to  the  Bureau  of  Markets  by 
Dr.  J.  A.  Hyslop,  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology.     This  report  will  be 
com-piled  in  the  Stored  Products  Insects  Division  of  the  Bujreau  of 
Entomology.     The  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  and  Grain  Divisions  of  this  bureau 
will  furnish  the  Bureau  of  Entom.ology  mth  data  from  field  reports  and 
correspondence  which  bears  on  the  insect  pests  attacking  stored  and 
growing  crops. 
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6.     THE  MTIMESOTA  DELEGATION. 


Hearings  on  proposed  clianges  in  the  Federal  grain  standards 
were  held  last  week,  beginning  Wednesday  afternoon  and  continuing  on 
Thursday.     Secretary  Wallace  presided  and  arguments  both  for  and 
against  the  changes  were  presented.    About  sixty  persons  were  in  at- 
tendance including  millers  and  representatives  of  the  grain  trade  in 
Minnesota  and  other  Western  States,  representatives  from  Congress, 
from  Eastern  receiving  markets  and  various  members  of  the  staffs  of 
the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  other  interested  bureaus.     Thursday  after- 
noon and  Friday  morning  a  committee  consisting  of  representatives  from 
the  northv/estern  farmers  delegation  and  millers  met  with  a  committee 
from,  the  Bijreau  of  Markets  for  the  purpose  of  coming  to  an  agreement. 
The  decision  will  be  announced  later  by  Secretary  Wallace. 

7.     STATE  MP  LOCAL  HOLIDAYS. 

Hereafter  project  representatives  in  branch  offices  should  com- 
m^unicate  v.lth  their  Washington  offices,  as  far  in  advance  as  possible 
of  each  state  and  local  holiday,  and  secure  instructions  as  to  '^'hether 
or  not  the  work  of  the  projects  may  be  discontinued  on  the  holiday. 
The  general  policy  of  the  biireau  will  be  to  grant  permission  for  pro- 
jects and  branch  offices  containing  a  single  project  only  to  close  on 
state  or  local  holidays,  with  the  exception  that  where  any  trading  is 
done  on  the  local  market  in  any  product  on  which  ne\^is  service  or  other 
reports  are  issued,  the  employees  concerned  in  preparing  and  issuing  . 
these  reports  should  remain  on  duty  until  the  reports  are  completed, 
when  they  also  may  be  excused. 

However,  this  statement  of  general  policy  sho-uld  not  be  regarded 
as  sufficient  authority  for  closing  an  office  without  first  receiving 
instructions  from  Washington. 

In  joint  and  combined  offices  the  action  taken  by  the  various 
project  heads  in  Washington  may  differ.    Otherwise  than  as  herein  stated, 
the  provisions  of  Item  5,  No .  1 ,  Vol.  ^  and  Item  U,  No.  8,  Vol.  h  of  the 
Bureau  News  are  not  changed.

These 
findings  show  that  pursuant  to  a  contact  of  sale  of  a  quantity  of 
No.  2  White  corn  for  shipraent  f rom  Mir-/auVee ,  w^s.^  to  Virginia,  Car 
CN  was  inspected  and  g.  ided  "by  an  inspector  licensed  uiider  the 

United  States  grain . standards  Act,  vvrho  issued  a  cer f-ifica-te  on  Ma.rch 
19,   1920,  showing  the  grade  of  the  corn  to  be  No.  '2  Mix/.-d.    On  Aferch 
23,  1920,  the  inspector  having  reason  to  believe  tii?^t  vhe  ?a?nple  on' 
which  the  certificate  ■^/vas  ba-sed  was  not  truly  r epreseni.ative  of  tl.ie 
entire  carload,  reinspected  the  corn  in  ^.uestion  and  issued  a  certifi- 
cate shomng  the  grade  to  be  No.  6  Mixed.     On  March  22,  I32O,  the 
Fran]-e  0-raln  Company  billed  this  car  to  the  receiver        virgin.i.a  and 
on  March  2U ,  invoiced  the  same  as  No .  4-  at  a  price  of  $1.50-3A  per 
bushel,  the  price  agreed  upon  in  the  contract-  fcr  I";o  -  2  White  corn. 
The  receiver,  as-suming  that  the  corn  hEil  been  correctly  invoiced  as 
No.  ^,  brought  the  matter  to  the  eitlp-ntion  of  th2  shipper,  whereupon 
an  allowance  of  7-3/"*-  certs  per  busnel  -vas  made.     At  the  tim.e  the  in- 
voice of  March  2M- ,  I92O,  stating  that  grade  of  No  .  4  corn  -^^'as  sent  by 
the  Frarlie  Gra-in  Company,  it  was  in  possession  of  the  inspection  cer- 
tificate issued        the  licensed  inspector  shc/ing  a  grade  of  6  Mixed, 
yet  not  '>'^lths landing  this  fact,  the  ErF^rJce  Grain  Company,  by  means  of 
this  invoice  and  cec'ceivi  correspondence,  reprecoilted  to  the  receiver 
that  the  corn  involved  v^s  of  a  better  ,grade  than  that  shovin  by  the 
official  inspection  certificate. 

10,  USE  OF  RIf.LETTN  BOAHDS. 

There  is  a  bulletin  board  on  each  floor'  of  the  Bieber  Building 
directly  opposite  the  elevator.     These  boards  are  fur  use  in  posting 
notices  of  every  kind  of  general  interest  to  the  bui^eau.     Tt  is  sug- 
gested that  all  the  employees  of  this  building  form  a  habit  of  examining 
the  board  each  morning  and  evening  a^-nd  read  any  new  notices  which  may 
have  been  posted.     Tt  is  believed  that  this  has  not  been  a  general 
practice.     If  such  a  custom  should  becom.e  usual  these  bulletin  boards 
could  be  m.ore  effectively  utilized  than  at  present  in  expediting  the 
distribution  of  information  of  general  interest  to  the  employees  of  the

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11.  VT  SEEING  OF  LATE  m.IL, 

The  attention  of  all  officers  and  employees  in  Washington  is 
called  to  Circular  No.        from  the  Office  of  the  Secretary,  dated 
April  2,  1921,  in  regard  to  the  handling  of  mail  and  its  delivery  to 
the  City  Post  Office.

1 2 .  HEARINGS  ON  GPAIIT  EXCILiN^  BILL3  IN  ILLIKOVS . 

On  April  27  hearings  mil  be  granted  in  the  Illinois  State  Legis- 
lature on  the  Lantz  grain  excha^nge  bills  to  remodel  operations  on  the 
Chicago  board  of  trade  and  similar  institutions  in  the  state.  Under 
the  proposed  legislation  it  is  proposed  that  the  state  department  of 
agriculture  will  license  all  brokers  and  traders,  operating  on  exchanges, 
and  place  tbie  said  broi$:ers  -"^nder  a  bond  of  $10,000  for  the  fa,ithful  per- 
formance of  their  business  -under  the  license  granted.    Another  provision 
is  that  rules  and  reg-alations  of  the  exchanges  must  be  such  that  they 
will  be  open  to  all  farmiers'  organizations  and  individuals  that  meet 
the  req.uirements  of  the  state. 

1 3 .  mi-.n!:hia?olis  off-ice  studying  cleaner . 

A  special  study  of  an  apparatus  designed  to  remove  wild  peas 
from  wheat  is  being  studied  by  the  Minneapolis  office  of  the  Grain 
Division.     The  peas  are  separated  by  means  of  an  inclined  plane  on  an 
endless  belt  which  is  made  of  heavy  canvas.     It  is  possible  that  this 
apparatus  m.ay  be  developed  and  used  commercially,    ^^-fuch  interest  is 
shown  in  the  m.achine  because  of  the  prevalence  of  wild  peas  in  that 
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state.  A  device  fcr  cleaning  seed  grair.  on  farms  is  also  "being  demon- 
s crated  in  the  Minneapolis  office.

The  Office  of  Supplies  and  Aocouats  receives  a  great  number  of 
requests  from  visa?.crs  and  branch  offices  for  infurmaticn  regarding 
old  claims  which  it  is  ?Jiegevd.  have  not  been  paid.     In  checking  up  the 
records  of  the  bureau  it  is  almost  Invsiriably  found  that  the  claims 
n-ere  paid  in  due  course.     In- many  of  those  -cases  -'vhen  the  dealers  or 
branch  offices  are  advised  of  the  pr.-:-r-8nt  they  requcc-t  the  issiiance  of 
duplicate  checks  on  the  groircd  that  ■:h9  originals  ->".cre  never  received. 
It  is  then  necessary  to  call  upcn  the  f'^-'-  ^  bond  of  indemnity  as 

under  the  law  a.  duplicate  check  cannot  be  issued  until  such  a  bond  is 
furnished  to  the  United  States  by  the  party  in  whose  favor  the  original 
was  drav;n.     This  entails  ejcpense  and  trouble  to  payee,  and  often  causes 
exasperation,  especially  in  the  cc.se  of  small  checks  where  the  cost  of 
furnishing  the  bond  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  amount  involved. 
When  the  cases  are  taken  up  with  the  Treasury  Department,  that  depart- 
ment finds,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  a  large  percentage  of  the  checks 
have  been  endorsed  by  the  payee  as  dra^'gn  and  cashed,  th.is  making  the 
prelimdnary  action  urjiecessaiy .     This  would  indicate  that  vendors 
either  overlook  the  giving  of  credit,  or  credit  wrong  accounts.  The 
probabilities  are  that  in  many  cases  where  the  checks  actually  have 
been  lost  the  a^idresses  as  given  on  the  vouchers  wrere  indefinite.  For 
this  reason,  head  clerks  of  branch  offices  and  other  employees  ^-o  have 
to  do  with  the  certifying  of  Form  5  vouchers  should  see  that  dealers 
give  enough  inform.ation  in  the  coupon  at  the  bottom,  of  the  voucher  to 
obviate  any  question  as  to  the  addresses  of  the  dealers  and  the  accounts 
which  are  to  receive  credit.     If  this  is  done,  it  will  save  both  the 
Goverrment  departments  and  dealers,  uTinecessary  trouble  and  expense. 
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16.  A  HAM)  ^ITH  A  POINTING  FINGEE  TO  liJDICATE  the  line  on  which  a 
signature  shoiild  be  placed  has  been  found  to  be  of  disDinct  advantage 
in  the  correct  preparation  of  vouchers,  particularly  those  which  are 
more  or  less  unfamiliar.

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1.      AN  ATTACK  ON  TEE  BDEEAU. 

An  editorial  appeared  in  the  March  20  n-urnher  of  "Who  is  Who  in 
the  Grain  Trade",  to-  the  effect  that  the  activities  of  county  agents 
in  various  States  are  inimical  to  .the  smaller  grain  dealers  and  that 
the  Bureau  of  Markets  is  assisting  them  to  .function  as  distributing 
agents.    The  editorial  also  states  that  the  county  agents  are  ^.^th  the 
authority  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  organizing  cooperative  orgarxiza- 
ticns  and  carrying  on  the  merchandizing  of  grain,  and  concludes  with 
the  statement  that  the  bureau  should  be  abolished.    This  editorial  was 
later  reprinted  in  "The  National  Hay  Press"  vdth  a  foot  note  stating 
that  the  Hay  Press  concurred  in  the  sentiments  expressed.    The  matter 
is  called  to  the  attention  of  members  of  the  bureau  staff  for  their 
information.    The  follo^.^dng  quotation  from  a  letter  sent  to  Mr- 
Livingston  by  Mr.  J-  V.  Taylor,  Secretary  of  the  National  Hay  Asso- 
ciation, is  given  to  show  the  attitude  of  that  organisation: 

 ...so  far  as  I  am  concerned  I  do  not  intend  to 

see  any  argument  on  this  article  in  the  Hay  Press  of 
April  16.    Neither  shall  I  attempt  to  go  into  any  details 
at  this  time  in  answering  your  coiimini cation,  but  I  do 
want  to  malie  it  plain  to  you  that  we  stand  back  of  the 
article  and  will  fight  with  the  Grain  Dealers  ^lational 
Association  in  bringing  every  effort  possible  to  bear  on 
the  senators  and  representatives  from  all  parts  and.  sec- 
tions of  this  country  in  an  effort  to  see  that  the  Bu- 
reau of  Markets  is  abolished  as  in  our  opinion  it  is  an 
interference  ivith  legitimate  business.     The  operations  of 
county  agents  are  very  different  from  what  you  would  at- 
tempt to  lead  Mr.  Quinn  and  myself  to  believe.  Anybody 
acci.uainted  with  the  activities  of  these  county  repre- 
sentatives in  any  section  of  the  country  knows  that 
these  m.en  are  putting  in  more  tim.e  assisting  the  farmers 
in  buying  their  supplies  and  marketing  their  products 
than  they  are  assisting  the  farmers  to  produce  more  and  as 
we  understand  it,  that  is  what  the  county  agents  were  origi- 
nally supposed  to  do  —  educate  and  instruct  the  farmers  the 
best  '^;ay  to  ."croduce  the  largest  and  best  crops  of  all  agri- 
cultural products."

addressed  to  each  member  of  the  cabinet.     In  it  he  calls 
attention  to  the  letter  he  has  received  from  Chairman 
Warren,  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Appropriations,  con- 
cerning the  large  amounts  reciuested  by  the  Departments 
SIS  deficiencies.    The  President  says; 

*We  can  never  fix  ourselves  firmly 
on  a  basis  of  economy  until  the  depart- 
ments are  conducted  within  the  provi- 
sions made  by  Congress*' 

"I  Iinow  that  in  this  Department  the  appropriations 
requested  as  deficiencies  are,  in  most  cases,  not  deficien- 
cies as  that  term  is  sonnet iires  understood.    ITeverthsless , 
the  statement  of  the  President  which  I  have  quoted  must  be 
^ept  in  mind  at  all  times. 

"I  am  bringing  the  m.atter  to  your  attention  now  with 
the  expectation  that,  in  making  plans  for  the  expenditure 
of  the  money  appropriated  during  the  coming  fiscal  year, 
you  will  keep  strictly  within  the  amounts  allotted  by  Con- 
gress.

The  Fo^xrteenth  Annual  Conference  on  Weights  and  Measures  will 
be  held  at  the  Bureau  of  Standards  ?^ay  23  to  26,  inclusive.  The 
conference  will  be  attended  by  state  and  city  weights  and  measures 
officials  from  all  parts  of  the  country  and  the  papers  and  discussions 
will  refer  largely  to  the  duties  and  problems  of  these  officials-  It 
is  thought  however  tliat  the  discussions  will  be  of  a  nature  to  make 
the  meetings  of  interest  to  ail  who  are  interested  in  various  phases 
of  weighing  and  measuring.

5.      MARKET  REPORTS  BY  RADIOPEOM:. 

Market  reports  7.111  be  sent  out  by  radiophone  this  week  from 
East  Pittsburgh,  Pa.      These  reports  mil  be  the  first  to  be  sent  out 
in  this  v.'ay  and  mil  make  it  possible  for  farmers  and  other  agri- 
cultural interests  within  about  a  hundred  miles  of  Pittsburgh  to  know 
market  prices  and  conditions  immediately  after  the  close  of  the 
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markets.  The  reports  will  be  sent  out  over  a  wave  length  of  33O  meters. 
The  use  of  the  radiophone  would,  if  it  "became  general,  simplify  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  marlret  reports,  as  they  would  he  transmitted  so  that  every- 
one could  understand  them  instead  of  coming  in  a  code  of  dots  and  dashes 
that  reciuires  trained  interpreters*  The  reports  furnished  "by  the  Bureau 
of  Markets  will  be  sent  out  by  a  commercial  firm. 

6.  TRA^TGATLANTIC  SKIPIV1ENT  OF  577EET  POTATOES.  ^  .   .  '  ■ 

A  test  shipm.ent  of  sweet  potatoes  was  sent  to  Liverpool  early 
in  March  under  the  direction  of  the  Office  of  Preservation  of  Fruits 
and  Vegetables  in  Transit  and  Storage  to  study  the  possibilities  of 
marketing  that  crop  in  Europe,     The  shipment  consisted  of  6OO  pounds 
of  sweet  potatoes  grown  in  Southern  Georgia.     It  formed  a  part  of  the 
cargo  of  the  S,  6.  Cedric.     line  sweet  potatoes  were  selected  and  sent 
to  Neiv  York  \mder  the  direction  of  Mr,  E»  G.  Hill,   the  sweet  potato 
expert  of  the  Office  of  the  Preservation  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables, 
where  they  were  inspected  by  Mr.  E.  E.  Kramer,  also  of  that  office, 
before  being  shipped.    The  sweet  potatoes  were  sent  under  ventilation 
and  arrived  in  good  condition  in  Lirerpool ,    Mr.  E«  A-  Foley,  the  Lon- 
don representative  of  this  bureau,  inspected  the  shipment  on  its  ar- 
rival and  reported  that  the  potatoes  reached  their  destination  in  good 
condition. 

Although  the  sweet  potato  is  practically  unknown  in  European 
countries,  it  was  not  found  difficult  to  dispose  of  this  shipment. 
Particular  attention  was  given  it  by  Mr.  S.  B.  Moomaw,  the  receiver. 
It  is  thought  that  Europe  -,vill  ultimately  offer  an  excellent  market 
for  sweet  potatoes  as  the  attention  of  the  trade  has  already  been 
called  to  its  excellent  qualities  by  shipments  from  the  West  Indies. 
Recipes  for  the  preparation  of  sweet  potatoes  for  the  table  were  sent 
with  the  bureau  ship?^ent  and  these  were  distributed  to  each  person 
purchasing  a  supply.    Farther  experimental  studies  of  the  trans- 
atlantic shipment  of  sweet  potatoes  have  been  planned  and  these  will 
also  be  conducted  by  Mr.  Hill,

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6.  MOTION  PICTUPJS  OF  SWEET  POTATOES'. 

The  motion  picture  film  on  sweet  potatoes  which  is  "being  made 
by  the  Department  of  AgricuLture  is  nearing  completion.    When  finish- 
ed the  film  will  tell  the  story  of  the  sweet  potato  from  the  time  it 
is  planted  mitil  it  reaches  the  tahle  of  the  consvmer.    The  Bnre3A3.  of 
Plant  Industry  has  directed  the  taking  of  the  earlier  parts  o.f  the 
picture  which  show  the  planting,-  cultivating  and  harvesting,    The  Bu* 
reau  of  Markets  has  recently  completed  the  portion  showing  the  ware- 
housing, loading  and  shipping,    Later  it  is  hoped  to  make  pictures 
of  the  preparation,  cooking  and  serving  of  the  potato  under  the 
direction  of  the  Office  of  Heme  Economics. 

The  portion  of  the  film  made  "by  the  Bureau  of  Markets,  from 
the  storage  house  to  the  consumer,  "was  prepared  \mder  the  direction 
of  Mr»  R,  G.  Hill  of  the  Office  of  the  Preservation  of  Fruits  and 
Vegetables  in  Transit  and  Storage.    Most  of  the  scenes  were  -taken 
in  Georgia  and  -South  Carolina.    A  special  em^phasis  was  laid  "on  the 
pictures  of  storage  houses..    Pictures  of  the  type  of  house  recommend- 
ed, the  plans  and  most  suitable  methods  of  construction  for  storage 
houses  were  also  photographed*    The  best  methods  of  girading  and  ■ 
packing,  c:.  loading  the  sweet  potato  on  the  cars,  of  stripping  and 
bracing  to  prevent  breaking j  and  of  marketing,  were  also  a  part  of 
the  Bureau- of  Markets'  contribution  to  the  film. 

7.  PROTECTION  OP  GMIN  SAIVIFIIS  DURING  TESTING.  ' 

Experiments,  recently  performed  in  the  Research  Laboratory  of 
the  Grain  Division,  show  that  sarnples  must  be  handled  with  great  care 
to  avoid  causing  a  change  in  the  test  weight  of  the  sample  and  making 
it  no  longer  representative  in  this  respect  of  the  supply  from  which.- 
it  was  drawn.    It  ivas  found  that  a  fresh  sample  of  com  with  a  test 
weight  ef  51.9  pounds  per  bushel  had  a  test  weight  of  pcmds  _ 

per  "hishel  within  72  hours,  an  increase  of  2.3  pomds  per  bashel . 
In  the  same  length  of  tim.e  an  increase  of  .9  pomds  was  noticed  in 
the  test  weight  of  the  wheat  sample  which  tested  55,2  po-:uj.dG  per 
bushel  at  the  beginning  of  the  experiment  and       po-unds,  72  hours 
later.    The  fresh  sample  of  corn  had  an  original  m.oisture  content 
of  20,lfo  and  the  wheat  an  original  moisture  content  of  lG.5;^,  The 
increase  of  the  test  weight  was  attrihited  to  the  drying  of  the 
grain*    ibe  tests  v;ere  made  by  allowing  the  samples  to  remain  m  a 
room  that  was  warmer  during  the  day  than  at  night.    It  is  thought 
that  the  test  weight  of  the  samples  would  have  increased  even  more 
if  they  had  been  handled  much  on  shipped  through  the  mails  in  a  . 
cloth  bag  as  is  frequently  the  case  in-  the  grading  of  commercial 
grain.

10.  INSPECTIONS  FOR  THE  MAPJUE  CORPS. 

At  all  points  where  the  Bureau  of  Markets  makes  inspections 
for  the  Navy,  similar  work  is  now  being  done  for  the  Marine  Corps,  as 
a  resialt  of  arrangements  recently  completed  by  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  the  Navy  Department.    Inspections  for  the  Navy  and  for  the 
Marines  are  on  the  same  basis  and  are  made  for  the  porpose  of  deter- 
miriing  whether  the  produce  offered  complies  -vith  the  terms  of  the  con-" 
tracts.    It  is  thought  tiiat  the  heaviest  part  of  -  the  work  for  the 
Marines  will  be  done  in  New  York  where  potatoes  and  onions  will  be 
inspected,! or  shipment  to  Haiti  and  San  Domingo.    These  shipments 
amount  to  about  200,000  pounds  of  potatoes  and  50,000  po^jnds  of 
onions  each  m.onth.    The  particular  difficulty  at  this  time  of  year 
is  to  get  all  old  stock  that  is  not  sprouting  as  new  potatoes  and 
onions  do  not  hold  up  well  for  long  shipments  into  tropical  countries. 

11.  HEARING  ON  GARLIOg?  WHEAT 

A  special  hearing  on  garlicky  wheat  grades  was  held  Friday 
May  13  by  Secretary  "Wallace.    It  was  atter^ded  by  representatives 
from  Baltimore,  P>iiladelphia  and  various  points  in  l^fe.ryland  and  from 
wheat  regions  in  the  St.  Louis  district.    The  request  for  the  hearing 
on  garlicky  wheat  grew  out  of  the  recent  hearing  held  for  the  benefit

changes  made  in  the  Federal  grain  standards.      The  Secretax'j.' find- 
ings will  be  announced  later.

H.  R.  6300,  making  appropriations  to  supply  certain  deficiencies 
in  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  I921,  and  prior 
years,  etc.,  has  been  reported  to  the  House  from  the  Coirmittee  on  Ap- 
propriations . 

H,  R.  6320,  a  bill  to  regulate  interstate  and  foreign  commerce 
in  live  stock,  live-stock  products ,  dairy  products ,  poultry,  poultry 
products  and  eggs,  vTas  reported  to  the  House  from  the.  Committee  on 
Agriculture. 

H.-R.  629s,  a  bill  to  provide  for  the  classification  of  civilian  - 
position's  ^^athin  the  District  of  Columbia  and  in  the  field  service,,  has 
been  introduced  by  Mr.  Lehlbach,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Reform 
in  the  Civil  Service.    Hearings  are  being  held  before  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Reclassification  on  this  subject.  .     •  . 

H.  R.  6299,  a  bill  to  prevent  the'  sale  of  cotton  and  grain  in 
future  markets  has  been  introduced  tsy  Mr,  Parks. 

"   H.  R.  6315,  a  bill  to  amend  section  5  of  the  United  States  cotton 
futures  Act,  has  been  introduced  by  Mr.  Stevenson. 

MR.  HOOVER  ON  TEE  COTTON  PROBLEM. 

On  Wednesday  of  last  week,  Secretary  Hoover  discussed  the  cotton 
problem  with  Mr.  Morrill,  Mr.  Meado\ys  and  Mr.  Pryor  who  are  going  abroad 
in  June  to  represent  the  Bureau  of  "Markets  at  the  Worlds^  Cotton  Confer- 
ence to  be  held  in  Liverpool  and  to  gather  information  on  conditions  in 
foreign  markets.    Mr.  Hoover  stated  that  he  believed  the  two  most  im- 
portant factors  in  the  cotton  problem  were  the  curtailment  of  con&umption 
due  to  the  ^ar  and  the  determination  of  methods  for  long  time  credits  to 
cotton  growers.    He  said  that  little  progress  can  be  made  without  long 
tim.e  credits  as  it  vdll  be  some  time  before  the  Europeans  mil  resume 
their  pre\^r  consumption  of  cotton.

9,    VISITORS  TO  THE  EOBEAU.  ! 

Prof.  0,  H,  Larsen,.  of  the  Royal  Agricultural  College  of  Denmark, 
and  Director  L.  Nanneson,  of  the  Agricultural  Economics  Bureau  of  Sweden, 
visited  this  bureau  last  week  and  studied  the  work  of  some  of  the  Divi- 
sions.   They  were  accompanied  by  Mr.  S.  Sorenson,  the  Agricultural  Ad- 
viser to  the  Danish  Legation  of  this  city.    They  were  particularly  in- 
terested in  the  methods  of  collecting  arjd  distributing  news  in  use  in 
the  bureau  and  in  the  grading  and  standardizing  of  products. 

10,  COLD  STORAGE  OE  !v!ILLED  RICE. 

In  the  spring  and  sunmer  months  milled  rice  is  infested  with 
weevils  in  the  South  to  such  an  extent  that  preserving  its  merchantable 
-.uality  becomes  a  serioun  problem  according  to  a  report  recently  made  by 
Vjr.  TJ,  D,  Smith  of  the  Rice  Investigations  of  this  bureau.'    In  normal 
years  weevil  development  has  not  progressed  far  by  May  1  and  placing  the 
rice  in  cold  storage  at  this  time  arrests  further  development.    A  tem- 
perature of  about  '45  degrees  Fahrenheit  is  generally  used.    If  the  rice 
is  badly  infested  before  being  placed  in  cold  storage  it  is  usually  sub- 
jected to  a  temperature  of  3O  to  35  degrees,  which  warehousem.en  say  will 
Hll  the  weevils  present  but  not  the  larvae  or  eggs.    Such  rice  is  some-  ■ 
times  left  in  this  lower  temperature  until  sold.    Often,  however,  after 
remaining  in  th&  room  with  the  lower  temperature  for  a_  time  it  is  trans- 
lerred  to  a  higher ^ -temperature .    In  no  case  is  it  subjected  to  a  temper- 
ature of  more  than  50  F.  as  long  as  it  remains  in  cold  storage.  This 
method  of  preservation  has  been  tried  because  while  the  treatment ^ of  the 
rice  with  carbon  disulphid  and  other  insecticides  will  kill  the- Live 
weevils  present  at  the  time  of  the  treatment,  it  will -not  prevent  the 
development  of  new  weevils  during  storage.

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1.     COOPERATIVE  MABKETING  WORK. 

The  follo^ving  memorand-um  was  sent  to  Division  and  Section  leaders 
on  May  23  :  . 

For  some  time  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  q.uestion  of 
organizing  the  cooperative  marketing  activities  of  the  bureau  in  a  way 
to  serve  "best  the  needs  of  the  co.^ontry.     There  is  v'Tj.de- spread  interest 
in  cooperative  marketing  work  arid  the  "bureau  is  expected  to  take  an 
active  and  constructive  part  in  it.    Cooperative  marketing  work  is  so 
closely  and  intimately  connected  mth  the  marketing  work  in  general  of 
the  several  commodity  divisions  that  it  seems  desirable,  after  full 
consideration,  to  relate  the  cooperative  marketing  work  more  closely 
with  the  work  of  the  several  divisions.    With  this  object  in  view,  I  am 
asking  Mr.  Tenny,  Assistant  to  the  Chief,  to  take  charge  of  the  cooper- 
ative marketing  work  of  the  bureau  and  to  arrange  with  the  several  com- 
modity divisions  for  the  employment  of  commodity  specialists  who  are 
qualified  in  cooperative  marketing.     In  order  that  the  several  divisions 
of  the  bureau  may  follow-  the  same  policy  mth  reference  to  cooperative 
marketing  work.  I  am  asking  Mr.  Tenny  to  assume  full  authority,  of 
course,  after  consultation  vfith  administrative  officials,  for  the  out- 
lining of  general  bureau  policies. 

After  Mr.  Tenny  has  had  .an  opportunity  to  consult  the  various 
division  leaders  and  to  outline  the  plan  of  organization,  a  more  detailed 
statement  regarding  the  cooperative  marketing  'vvork  of  the  bureau  will  be 
issued. 


2.     DEPARTTvlENTAL  COMTTEE  ON  ECONOMICS  FORMED. 

Mr.  Estabrook  has  been  appointed  a  member  of  an  advisory  committee 
of  five,  formed  by  the  Secretary,  of  which  Assistant  Secretary  Ball, 
Chainnan,  Dr.  H.  C.  Taylor,  Dr.  .W.  A.  Taylor,  and  Dr.  John  R.  Mohler  are 
the  other  members.    The  comnittee  will  consider  the  economdcs  of  the 
agricultural  situation,  bringing  together  such  data  as  m.ay  be  available 
on  the  various  factors  affecting  the  economic  situation  of  agriculture, 
and  recommend  such  action  as  may  be  taken  to  improve  conditions.  The 
committee  has  begun  to  hold  meetings  and  has  outlined  a  tentative  program

Mr.  Chester  Morrill,  Mr.  W.  R.  Meadows  and  Mr.  W.  L.  Pry  or  will 
sail  June  1  on  the  S.  S.  Adriatic  for  Liverpool,     /ifter  attending  meet- 
ings of  the  World's  Cotton  Conference  to  be  held  there  J-one  12  to  22,' 
they  will  attend  a  conference  of  the  International  Chamber  of  Commerce 
in  London,  June  27-30.    Mr,  Meadows  and  Mr.  Pryor  vail  then  travel  on 
the  Continent,  visiting  the  principal  ports  of  entry,  the  principal 
cotton  exclianges,  the  milling  centers  of  Western  and  Central  E-jrope  and 
also  the  •  cot  ton- growing  regions  of  the  Nile  in  Eg^/pt  and  the  cotton 
areas  in  Asia  Minor.    They  will  study  the  statistical  situation  and  the 
present  and  prospective  marketing  outlook.    They  will  also  arrange  for 
the  collection  of  statistical  data  to  be  sent  to  the  b^oreau.     The  entire 
trip  will  probably  take  about  three  months.    At  the  Cotton  Conference 
in  Liverpool,  Mr.  Morrill  and  Mr .  Meadov;s  will  deliver  addresses,  and 
Mr,  Pryor  will  serve  on  the  committee  of  Research  a.nd  Statistics.  They 
'.vill  also  explain  and  advocate  the  adoption  of  the  United  States  Stand- 
ard Cotton  grades  as  a  basis  for  the  world  trade  in  American  cotton. 

'4.     LEGISLATIVE  MATTERS  OF  INTEREST. 

S.  lOSU  providing  for  a  national  budget  system  and  an  independent 
audit  of  Government  accounts  has  been  reported  cut  of  conference.  The 
bill  as  agreed  to  in  conference  places  the  proposed  B-^jreau  of  the  Budget 
londer  the  Treasury  Department, 

H,  R.  6300,  the  second  Deficiency  Bill  which  is  under  discussion 
in  the  House  carries  an  item  of  $5000  for  the  consolidation  of  the  ad- 
dressing and  duplicating  work  of  the  department. 

S.  1S66,  introduced  by  ?/lr .  Ball,  provides  *for  the  amendment  of 
the  Act  establishing  standard  weights  and  measures  for  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

E.  R,  6379,  introduced  by  Mr.'  Steenerson,  prescribes  standards 
and  grades  for  spring  wheat. 

H.  R.  637s,  introduced  by  Ivlr.  McDoffie,  provides  for  the  creation 
of  a  Department  of  Conservation. 

H,  R.  6430,  int  reduced  by  Mr.  Sinnot,  is  a  bill  to  preserve  the 
live-stock  industry  of  the  United  States,  to  release  for  commercial, 
agricultural,  and  industrial  parposes  certain  funds  of  banks ,  live-stock 
loaning  and  trust  companies,  etc. 
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S.  IgUU,  introduced  "by  Vbc ,  Stanfield,  is  similar  to  the  "bill 
introduced  by  Mr .  Sinnott,  (H.R.  6U30) . 

5 .  PEACHES  AM)  WATERMELONS  > 

On  a  ^-yeax  average  Georgia  leads  all  of  the  States  in  carload 
shipments  of  peaches,  5>^l6  heing  the  average  compiled  from  the  records 
of  the  Bureau  of  Markets.    Although  2S  states  ship  in  carload  lots, 
only  6  states  ship  in  quantities  over  1,000  carloads:    Georgia,  Cali- 
fornia, Nev7  York,  New  Jersey,  Michigan,  and  Ohio.    Although  the  heavy 
.shipping  season  for  Georgia  does  not  begin  until  June,  during  the  last 
half  of  May  carloads  of  peaches  are  shipped  daily  for  points  North  and 
West.    The  Georgia  season  is  so  early  that  during  the  first  part  of  it 
there  is  competition  only  from  California  and  Texas. 

Georgia  ships  more  than  twice  as  many  watermelon<5  as  any  other 
state.     Considering  the  watermelon-producing  area  of  Georgia,  Florida 
and  Alabama  as  a  unit,  as  is  usually  done  commercially,  this  section 
ships  1/3  of  the  entire  commercial  watermelon  crop  of  the  country. 
Georgia's  five-year  average  is  above  9,000  cars,  while  the  average  for 
the  section  is  more  than  lU,000  cars.  ' 

6.  COOPERATIVE  CROP  HEPORTING  IN  NEW  ENGLAND. 

The  development  of  a  cooperative  crop-reporting  service  for  the 
New  England  States  was  discussed  at  a  meeting  held  May  11  in  Boston. 
State  appropriations  mil  make  it  possible  for  the  New  England  States 
to  cooperate  as  a  unit.    The    service  mil  cover  a  variety  of  products. 
Methods  of  using  these  appropriations  will  be  considered  by  a  special 
committee  consisting  of  representatives  from  the  State  Departments  of 
Agriculture.    This  conmittee  will  meet  June  17  in  Boston. 

7.  EL-imNATION  OF  PROVISION  EOR  10^  TRANSFERS  OF  FUNDS. 

For  the  past  several  years  a  paragraph  has  been  included  in  the 
annual  appropriation  Act  for  the  Departm^ent  of  Agriculture  whjich  pro- 
vided that  not  to  exceed  10^  of  any  amount  appropris^ted  for  the  miscel- 
laneous expenses  of  the  work  of  a.ny  bureau,  division  or  office  shall  ce 
available  interchangeably  for  expenditures  on  the  objects  included  mth- 
in  the  general  expenses  of  such  bureau,  division  or  office,  but  that  no 
more  than  10^  shall  be  added  to  any  one  item  of  the  appropriation  except 
in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency,  and  then  only  upon  the  ^/iritten  order 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.     Under  this  paragraph  it  has  been  pos- 
sible to  transfer  money  from  one  general  expense  item,  to  another.  Such 
action  could  be  taken  when  one  general  expense  item,  by  reason  of  unex- 
pected demands,  became  depleted,  and  another  general  expanse  item,  owing 
to  fewer  demands  than  had  been  anticipated,  held  more  funds  than  probably 
lAPOuld  be  needed. 
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No  such,  provision  is  incl-aded  in  the  appropriation  Act  for  the 
coining  fiscal  year.  Therefore,  it  will  "be  impossible  to  transfer  any 
funds  whate-ver  .from  one  appropriation  to  another. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Bureau  of  Markets  has  availed  itself 
of  the  privilege  permitted  by  this  paragraph  only  once  in  its  entire 
history.    However,  it  is  thought  well  to  call  the  attention  of  division 
heads  and  project  leaders  responsible  for  the  utilization  of  f-ionds  al- 
lotted to  their  respective  lines  of  v;ork  to  the  fact  that  hereafter  no 
actual  deficit  could  possibly  be  adjusted  by  any  such  transfer  of  funds.

10.  INSURANCE  PJITES  REDUCED  ON  BONDED  WAREHOUSES . 

Ins-jrance.  rates  on  warehouses  bonded  under  the  U.  3.  warehouse 
Act,  have  been  reduced  25^  in  Arkansas,  according  to  a  statement  made 
by  Mr,  T.  F.  Baker,  Manager  of  the  Arkansas  Fire  Protection  Bureau.  The 
first  request  for  the  rating  of  such  a  warehouse  came  in  October,  I92O, 
and  in  response  an  amendment  -^s  made  to  the  cotton  schedules  providing 
for  a  25%  credit  off  of  the  final  rate  arrived  at  from  a  correct  appli- 
cation of  the  schedule.     This  rate  is  applicable  to  both  sprinklered 
and  ^jnsprii-]klered  risks.-

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12 .  UTILIZATION  OF  STATIOMRY  AFTER  JULY  1,  1921 . 

After  July  1,  I92I,  there  will  "be  no  Bureau  of  Markets  and  no 
Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates.    New  letterheads  and  nev/  issues  of  forms 
which  reach  the  public  will  be  prepared  for  use,  beginning  July  1.  The 
utilization  of  the  stock  of  stationery  of  the  two  bureaus  which  vdll 
remain  on  hand  on  June  30  constitutes  something  of  a  problem.    No  Bureau 
of  Markets  or  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  form  or  letterhead  v/hich  goes 
outside  the  bureau  shoiold  be  used  after  the  bureaus  have  been  united. 
The  forms  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  used  in  handling  personnel  actions, 
keeping  inventory  records,  and  relating  to  the  other  business  and  ad- 
ministrative affairs  of  the  bureau  will  be  used  lantil  the  supply  has 
been  exhausted,  with  the  exception  of  certain  forms  that  reach  the  pub- 
lic.   The  supply  of  envelopes  of  all  kinds  of  both  bureaus  on  hand  after 
July  1  will  be  used  until  exhausted.    The  Bureau  of  Markets  and  the 
Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  letterheads  may  be  used  after  July  1  for  intra- 
bureau  correspondence,  but  not  to  carry  letters  which  are  to  go  outside 
the  bureau.    Supplies  of  all  letterheads,  envelopes,  blanks  and  forms 
with  the  new  heading  will  be  secured  and  used  after  the  supplies  of  the 
Bureau  of  Markets  forms  are  exhausted.

A  conference  of  division  anc  section  chiefs,  called  V  Mr, 
Estabrcok,  was  held  June  1  to  discuss  and  agree  upon  a  ui-iifom  plan 
of  preparing  certain  reports  requested  ly  the  Bureau  of  Efficiency.

Fargo,  N,  D.,  in  cliargo  of  Mr,  W.  W,  Wartorton,  Agronomist  of  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Indus ^^ry,  has  teen  closedc    The  records  of  the  Seed 
Loan  Coimittee  appointed       the  Secretary^  of  v^rliich  Mr.  Sstahrook 
is  Chaiiman,  show  that  the  agricultural  bill  making  this  fund  avail- 
able was  signed  Marc^.  3.  I921 .  a  printed  copy  cf  the  bill  not  being 
availaMe  to  the  Department  mtil  the  following  week;  that  the 
necessary  regulations  and  blank  forms  were  drafted,  procedure  out- 
lined, and  headquarters  established  in  the  field;  that  within  seven- 
teen days  after  the  Seed  Loan  Coirmittee  was  appointed  the  first  loan 
was  made,  and  that  up  to  May  k,  when  the  field  work  was  practically 
completed,  17,500  applications  for  loans  were  received,  l^-^jOOO  ]  OciJis 
v;ere  made,  am'runting  to  approximately  $1,950,000,  and  that  '^he  t?i-..-.l 
expense  involved,  aside  from  State  registration  fees,  will  probably 
not  exceed  $10^000,    The  completion  of  this  important  worl.  •  :  v.vvfj 
less  than  for^oy  days,  with  little  criticism  and  much  cominei. :  ' 
is  very  gratifying  to  all  concerned. 

6.  HICE  QUOTATIONS  W  C-MDE. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  southern  rice  indus- 
try quotations  are  now  being  given  out  by  the  Sugar  Exchange  of  New 
Orleans  on  the  basis  of  the  rice  grades  that  have  been  recommended 
by  this  Bureau.    Heretofore  the  oily  quotations  of  prices  made  in 
the  South  have  enamated  from  the  New  Orleans  Board  of  Trade  and 
have  consisted  of  meager  information  as  to  the  range  in  prices  of 
each  variety.    For  example,  the  r  .-^ge  for  a  given  variety  was  quoted 
at  ''2-1/U  to  5^"  and  Lhe  grades  co>ered  were  left  to  ohe  inference 
of  the  reader.    It  might  be  supposed  that  the  top  figure  was  for  the 
fancy  grade  and  the  lowest  price  for  mediim  grade  bj,t  this  left  the 
determination  of  prices  on  other  grades,  to  the  imagination.     It  is 
thoijght  ty  those  in  touch  with  the  sitmtion  that  a  gi'eat  step  for- 
ward has  been  made  in  the  adoption  of  the  system  of  quoting  the 
Federal  grades,  a.s  range  of  prices  given  without  stating  specifically 
what  grades  are  covered  is  likely  to  cause  confusion  and  is  of 
little  value. 

7.  STATE  GPADES  OF  ^^?HE/lT  DECLABED  ITNCONSTITUTIONAL . 

A  recent  decision  in  the  U<  S.  District  Court  of  Appeals, 
eighth  circuit,  declares  that  the  North  Dakota  law  giving  State 
authorities  power  to  fix  grain  standards  is  unconstitutional  in 
that  it  places  a  burden  on  iiiterotate  commerce  and  conflicjs  with 
the  U,  S.  grain  standards  Act*    Ninety  per  cent  of  the  v/heat  grown 
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in  North  Dakota  finds  its  way  into  interstate  coinnerce.    State  grades 
would  necessitate  a  d.V3X  system  of  ir-Gpection.    The  ruling  of  the 
court  also  calls  attention  to  the  confusion  that  would  result  if  all 
states  fixed  state  grades  adding  that  *'the  inspection  aD.d  grading  of 
grain  in  interstate  coimierce  requires  a  Lmif  orm  systan  throughout 
the  United  States  and  thc\t  no  state  has  tne  authority  to  interfere 
with  the  system  estatlished  Ijr^^  the  United  States,"

12.  COLD  ST0R.AG5  OP  POOJ^  PHOPUCTS  . 

2vlany  different  food  products  are  stored  in  cold  storage  in 
the  South  to  arrest  the  development  of  v/eevil  and  other  destru-Ctive 
insects  and  also  to  prevent  fermentation.    The  temperatures  used  in 
the  storage  of  rice  and  other  cereals  are  similar  to  these  used 
in  the  storage  of  furs.    In  both  cases  the  insect  deposits  eggs 
and  the  larvae  hatch,  causing  damage.    The  temperat^ores  used  are 
not  loTT  enough  to  destroy  the  eggs  but  they  step  the  activities  of 
the  larvae.      Some  of  the  products  kept  in  cold  storage  in  this  way 
are  barley,  buckwheat,  dried  peas  and  beans,  a  large  variety  of 
seeds,  breakfast  cereals,  macaroni,  spaghetti,  commeal,  com  grits, 
peanuts,  shelled  nut  meats  and  flours  made  from  whole  "^leatj  barley 
and  aickwheat.    These  flours  as  %vell  as  numerous  varieties  of  dried 
fruits  are  stored  under  controlled  temperatures  to  arrest  fermentation 
as  well  as  to  control  insect  pests. 

13.  STATE  GRADES  DISCUSSPD  IF  MIIII^SOTA. 

A  meeting  of  the  joint  appeal  boards  of  Minneapolis  and 
Duluth,  scm.e   cf  the  members  of  the  Mirineapclis  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  the  coinnittee  on  contract  gra,des,  to  discuss  the  matter  of 
dual  inspection  as  it  might  affect  delivery  of  grain  on  contract 
grades,  v/as  held  in  Minneapolis  May  20.      ITo  definite  steps  were 
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determined  upon  "but  it  is  thought  that  officials  of  the  Minnesota 
Inspection  Department  including  the  memhers  of  the  appeal  boards, 
are  not  desirous  of  putting  in  a  different  system  of  grades  for 
spring  wheat . 

1^-      INSPECTION  EEES  NOT  TO  BE  BAISED  W  OREGON. 

Although  requested  by  the  Uashington  (State)  Inspection 
Department  to  raise  the  fees  charged  for  inspecting  grain,  the 
Oregon  Public  Service  Ccmmission  has  refused  to  do  so  and  as  a 
result  the  inspection  charges  in  these  two  states  v;ill  probably 
no  longer  be  uniform.    Owing  to  lack  of  funds  it  is  thought  that 
the  Washington  Inspection  Department  will  be  compelled  to  raise  the 
fee  for  inspections*    The  Oregon  Public  Service  Commission  has  decid- 
ed not  to  take  this  step  because  of  "the  sufficiency  of  funds  deriv- 
ed from  the  grain  inspection  department  under  present  fees" and  tk-f 
"there  is  no  Justification  under  our  law  for  further  increase  in 
such  fees.    Furthermore  the  financial  condition  of  grain  growers 
generally  at  this  time  would  cause  this  comimission  to  hesitate  to 
increase  grain  inspection  fees  in  this  State  should  the  law  permit,"

The  possi- 
bilities of  forming  rural  radio  clubs  to  receive  weather,  market 
and  crop  reports  were  discussed  at  the  meeting 4»    The  clnb  leaders 
were  in  Washington  to  attend  a  conference  being  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  States  Relations  Service, 

2.  BUREAU  OIEICIALS  TESTIE?  AT  HEARINGS .  ■ 

Hearings  oh  the  grain  futures  bill,  known  as  the  Capper 
Tincher  bill,  closed  June  10.      Secretary  Wallace  appeared  before 
the  committee  June  3  to  explain  his  understanding  of  certain  provi- 
sions of  the  bill.      One  change  he  favored  was  placing  the  authority 
for  the  enforcement  of  the  act  in  a  ccramission  composed  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture,  the  Secretai^  of  Cctomerce  and  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral instead  of  having  it  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  a.- 
lone.      The-  Secretary  also  approved  the  provision  of  the  bill  that 
cooperative  associations  shall  not  be  denied  memberships  in  grain  ex- 
changes because  they  distribite  profits  among  their  members. 
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At  the  first  hearing,  which  was  held  May  27,  Mr.  Morrill, 
Assistant  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  occupied  all  of  the  time 
in  testifying  regarding  the  legal  phases  of  the  hill.      On  June  k 
and  again  on  June  S  Mr,  Roll  in  E.  Smith  of  the  Foreign  Markets 
Division  testified  at  length  explaining  technical  features  of  the 
activities  of  the  grain  exchanges,  especially  hedging  and  specula- 
tive transactions.    It  is  expected  that  the  hill  will  reported 
out  soon  after  the  close  of  the  hearings, 

3-      LEGISLATIVE  MATTERS  OF  INTEREST  TO  THE  BUREAU. 

Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  U,  providing  for  a  joint 
coinnission  of  agricultural  inquiry  was  adopted  "by  the  House. 

H,  R,  6320,  a  hill  to  regulate  interstate  and  foreign  ccm- 
merce  in  live  stock,  a  live-stock  products,  dairy  products,  poultiy 
products  and  eggs,  was  reported  to  the  Senate  fron  the  Catimittee  on  .. 
Agriculture  and  Forestry, 

H.  R.  6300,  the  secorid  deficiency  hill,  has  heen  passed  "by 
the  Senate  and  has  gone  to  conference, 

MEETINQ  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ECONCMICS . 

The  Department  committee  on  economics  of  the  agricultural 
situation,  in  which  the  Bureau  of  Markets  is  represented  by  Mr. 
Estabrook,  met  on  Thursday  of  last  v/eek  with  Dr.  R.  T.  Ely, 
Economist  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin.    Price  indexes  and  other 
factors  of  the  present  situation  were  considered.      In  an  informal 
discussion  it  appeared  to  he  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  there 
could  he  no  return  to  a  normal  relation  between  fam  prices  and  the 
prices  of  other  commodities  until  there  is  a  substantial  decline  in 
industrial  wages  somowhat  in  proportion  to  the  decline  in  food  prices. 

5r      GARLICEY  WHEAT  IN  MARYLAND. 

Maryland  loses  upwards  of  $2,000,000  each  year  on  its  grain  ■ 
crop  because  practically  seven-eighths  of  all  the  wheat  grown  in  the 
State  is  tainted  with  garlic  and  comes  under  the  "garlicky"  classifica- 
tion.    Under  existing  conditions  and  Government  regulations,  this 
wheat  is  undesirable  for  shipment  abroad,  linless  individual  shippers 
first  put  their  grain  through  a  special  dmoing  process  to  reduce  the 
moisture  content.    Even  then,  the  European  market  has  come  to  look 
with  suspicion  on  "garlicky"  wheat  because  of  the  ijnf  ortufiate  ex- 
perience of  some  English  buyers  with  last  July  shipments  which  ar- 
rived in  England  in  a  ladly  damaged  condition  due  to  heat  in  transit. 
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The  normal  high  moisture  content  of  the  grain  and  time  con- 
smed  in  transportation  were  the  primary  causes  of  the  damage  but 
the  hlame  was  placed  on  garlic  and  "garlicl^"  wheat  came  into  bad 
repute  with  English  biyers.    Inasmuch  as  with  the  exception  of  En- 
gland, 'the  European  countries  which  nomally  consume  .the  supply  of 
■garlicky- wheat  were  not  in  the  market  owing  to  deranged  economic 
conditions,  England  was  left  practically  a.lone  as  a  possible  mar- 
ket for  "ga:rlicky"  wheat  and  the,  demand  dwindled  and  the  price 
fell. 

-An  effort  is  being  made  by  the' Baltimore  -Chamber  of  Com-^  - 
merce  to  induce  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  change  the 
established  differential,  which  now  gives  "garlickjr"  wheat  a 
moisture  content  of  lU- per  cent,  to  a  moisture  content  of  I3.5 
per  cent,  which  will  make  the  grain  safe  for  export  shipment. 
(Grain  Project  Letter,  June  3), 

^-      OMAHA  ASKS-  CONGBESS  TO  TAJCE  A  CMSUS  AT  "ONCE . 

The  bureau  is  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  resolutions  adapted 
■fcy  the  Omaha  Chamber  of  Commerce  petitioning  Congress  "to  proceed 
at  once  to  take  a  special  census  of  agriculture,  including  llv-s- 
stock  industry  on  farms  and  ranches;  that  the  said  special  census 
shall  have  particular  reference  to  collecting  data  as  to  the  owner'- 
ship  of .  land,  ^  tenantry,  and  mortgage  and  other  indebtedness  of  farms 
and  that  persons  living  in' to"wns  and  villages' -may  not  be  enmerated 
as  rural:  population  except  when  actually  engaged  in  agricultural 
occupations,"  - 

The.  Chamber  of  Commerce  desires  that  the  results  of  this 
special  .census  bp  published -not  later  t^  Jan.  1,  19.22.  ^Apparent- 
ly the  authors  of  the  resolutions  were^not  av^are  "that  in  the  past 
it  has  taken'  from  one  to  three  years  to  publish  the  ire  suits  of  an 
agricultural  census  and  that  the  expense  involved,  is  approximate- 
ly ten  million  dollars.  ■    ■        V.   '  " 

7 .      DEAN  HUNT  VISITS  HJRSAlTJ.  ^   

Dean  Thomas  E,  Hunt  of  the  Ag^ri cultural  College  of  California 
who  represented  the  United  States  as  permanent  delegate  to  the  inter 
national  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Heme  from  last  October  until 
May  of  this  year  stopped  at  the  Department  of  Agriculture  on  June  10

9^      BADIO  NEWS  ,15?  :^BASKA.. 

Three  counties  in  Nebraska,  have  organized  and  are  receiv- 
ing radio  information  with  much  satisfaction  to  "both  the  trade  and 
the  producers.    The  radio  station  at  the  State  University  at  Lin- 
coln, is  receiving  the  radio  reports  daily  and  supplying  them  to 
the  State  Bureau  of  Markets  which  releases-  the  information  through 
the  local  papers  ^r,  W.  C,  Anderson,  Chief  of  the  Nebraska  State 
Bureau  of  Markets,  recently  visited  the  Omaha  office  of  this  bu- 
reau, to  nake  inquiry  about  the  Market  News  Service.    He  stated 
that  there  was  a  growing  demand  for  the  radio  news  and  that  the 
State  Department  was  contemplating  the  organization  of  the  State 
into  three  districts  in  order  to  facilitate  the  distrihition.  of 
the  information  given  cfut       the  Federal  Bureau.

Three  thousand  dollars  was  the  goal  set  for  the  1^21  sub- 
scriptions to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  Welfare  Association 
and  this  has  been  achieved,  according  to  a  final  report  recently 
issued.

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"An  employee  in  a  travel  status  on  J-une  30,  will  not  "be 
required  to-  remit  the  unexpeMed  balan-ce  of  funds  ad- 
vanced him. during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  bat  may 
use  such  "balance  for  any  subsequent  travel  that  shall

Tile  Bureau  of  Markets  is  a  business  organization,  and  in 
addition  to  its  scientific  work  is  teaching  the  people  how  to  con-

duct  affairs  pertaining  to  agricialtnre  in  a  tuisi.iess-like  manner. 

However,  many  vouchers  are  r8ce?'.ved  5n  rrvv^hington  so  late 
that  discomts  offered  for  pronnrb  ^^[y^^ynt  ca^inot  "be  taken.  A 
business  house  which  did  not  taie  aivajntage  of  cash  discou-its,  ^ 

where  the  discounts  are  as  high  as  5  or  someti:T:r?.~>  even 
10^,  wo-uld  lose  whatever  financial  stan^ldng  it  has,  or  wciiid  oe 
looked  upon'  as  h^ing  "badly  managed.    These  reinarks  in  so  far  as 
they  relate  to  management  apply  to  the  government.    Parties  doing 
easiness  with  tie  government  mast  certainly  have  a  poor  opinion 
of  its  agents  or  methods  when  offers  of  this  character  are  dis- 
regarded.   It  causes  criticism  and  may  bring  about  remarks  as  to 
the  waste  of  the  "people's  money." 

It  is  true,  indeed,  that  advances  of  putiic  money  for  pay- 
ment in  advance  of  act-ual  services  rsndered  are  prohibited  ly  law 
and  for  this  reason  the  Disbursing  Cierk  of  the  department  carjiot 
iiskie  a  payment  prior  to  actual  performance.    This  prevents  taki'ng 
advantage  of  discoimts  offered  ty  public  utility  corporations  for 
advance  payments,  unless  officials  in  charge  of  field  stations  pay 
the  charges  and  look  to  the  bureau  for  reimbursCTient  in  tneir  siia- 
tion  accounts,  or,  unless  the  attention  of  the  corporation?^  is 
called  to  the  statutes,  and  special  arrangements  are  made  v.lth  them 
to  allow  the  discount  regardless  of  the  time  of  payment.    It  is 
believed  that  some  of  the  corporations  would  do  this  as  local 
ordinances  and  regulations  of  public  utility  commission  are  not 
binding  upon  the  United  States  Government. 

There  is  no  so-called  "red  tape"  to  prevent  the  taking  of 
most  of  the  other  cash  disco-ants  offered.    Offers  are  us-ually  con- 
tingent upon  payment  1^  the  10th  ultimo,  - and  if  enployees  who  have 
to  do  with  the  handling  of  claims  will  call  attention  to  vouchers 
of  this  kind  and  make  them  special,  Washington  will  do  the  rest. 
It  may  be  that  a  particular  item  of  disco-unt  is  small,  bat  the  ag- 
gregate for  the  bureau  is  large,  and  for  the  goverrment  is  immense. 
Let  the  Bureau  of  Markets  do  its  share  in  saving  this  absolutely 
"unnecessary  expenditure.

A 
s-ummarized  statement  of  the  carlot  distribution  of  Arfeisas  canta- 
loupes during  the  I920  season  is  also  included  in  the  report. 

17*      LINTERS  is  the  subject  of  Departaent  Circular  175  recently 
off  the  press.    In  it  Mr,  A.  M.  Agelasto  discusses  such  phases  as  - 
how  linters  are  obtained,  production,  handling,  sampling,  selling 
and  uses.      Since  the  demand  for  linters  in  the  maimfacoure  of  ex- 
plosives has  decreased  it  is  important  that  new  uses  for  the  product 
be  developed.

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2.  WAREHOUSING  GRAIN. 

Mr*  Livingston  represented  the  Bureau  of  Markets  at  the  ware- 
house conference  held  June  I3,  lay  Secretary  Wallace  and  Secretary 
Hoover,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  plar).s  for  wa.rehoun5jig  and  fi- 
nancing grain.

It  was  pointed  out  that  many  of  the  elevators 
in  small  towns  might  not'  he  "regarded  as  sufficiently  safe  'uy  insurance 
conpanies  or       those  called  upon  to  guarantee  the  payment  ff  negotia- 
ble certificates,-    This  feature  will  be  worked  out  by-  the  c^irmittee 
representing  all  of  the  interests  included  in  the  coniere.ri'-'eo  This 
committee  was  appointed  at  the  meeting  and  v;ent  into  immediate  session. 
Questionnaires  intended  to  obtain  detailed  information  as  to  the  pro- 
spects of  obtaining  insurance,  and  other  information  corinected  with 
the  plan  will  be  sent  out  in  the  near  future. 

3.  U.  S,  POTATO  GRADES  ADOPTED  IN  CALIFORNIA. 

A  meeting  :^f  , the  potato  growers  of  eight  co-anties  of  Southern 
California  was  held  in  the  San  Fernando  Valley  at  Yaxi  Nays  on  June  7 
under  the  auspices  , of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Fafln 'Bireau*  "  Mr.  Hart- 
ley E.  Truax  of  the  Los  Angeles  office  has  reported  thstt,  at  this 
meeting,  the  growers  and  shippers  unanimously  adopted  jhe  U.  S, 
potato  grades  as  their  s.taridard  for  grading  and  ma.rkf;tir]g  dur5jig  the 
coming  season,'    It  is  believed  that  about  20,000  acres  were  repre- 
sented, and  that  a  large  percentage  of  the  potatoes  v;iil  be  properly 
graded  for  the  first  -time*    Mr.  C.  L.  Brown  accompanied  Mr,  Truax 
to  the  meeting  in  order  to  familiarise  himself  with  the  potat'o  grow- 
ing territory  surrounding  Los  Angeles.

5«      gUCUMBER  GRADES  STUDIED  AT  WAUCHUM, 

The  tentative  grades  for  cucumbers  which  have  been  prepared  by 
the  bureau  were  tested  at  ?Jauchula,  Fla-,  during  the  month  of  April 
in  order  to  determine  their  value  under  actiaal  marketing  coziditions, 
Mr.  Robert  Bier  cf  the  Grades  and  Standards  Sectic^n  was  In  charge  of 
the  experimental  shipping  point  inspection  work.    The  "^aachi-la,  Truck 
Growers'  Association  had  bailt  a  central  packing  shed  in  which  grad- 
ing machines  were  installed  to  handle  the  product  of  the  A;^suciation 
members.    Of  the  kS  cars  loaded       the  Association  all  were  well 
within  the  grade  requirements.    Most  of  these  cars  contained  both  No. 
1*3  and  No.  2»s.    The  average  price  received  for  a  hampar  of  No.  1 
cucumbers  packed  ty  the  association  was  $2.k2;  for  No.  2>s,  $1.S5;  and 
$         for  No.  3^3,      "Fann"  pack  cuc-umbers  were  graded  only  No.  1  and 
No.  2  and  sold  for  $2.25  and  $1.25  respectively. 

The  yield  per  acre  of  cucumbers  was  established  at  about  200 
to  350  hampers  with  an  average  of  around  260.    The  estimated  return 
per  acre  was  $^71 .55  for  stock  packed  under  the  U.  S.  grades,  No.  l»s, 
of  which  there  were  rela^tively  the  smallest  number  selling  for  a  total 
of  $157-30,  the  No.  2«s  bringing  $2S6.25  and  No*  3's  $U6.    The  return 
for  "farm"  pack,  figuring  on  the  same  basis  was  $26S.6'S,  per  acre. 
The  No.  Vs  bro'aght  $173.00  and  the  No»  2»s  $95,08.  '  The  U,  S.  No,  3^5 
were  packed  in  the  second  grade  by  these  growers.    In  fact  the  Asso- 
ciation members  using  the  grades  got  more  for  the  No.  2*s  than  v/as  ob- 
tained for  the  No,  l*s  "farm"  pack.    The  actual  cost  of  producing  and 
placing  the  hamper  on  the  car  was  about  85  to  9O  cents <,    This  test  of 
the  proposed  grades  indicated  clearly  the  advantages  cf  careful  grad- 
ing and  standardization.    Not  only  were  the  net  returns  substantially 
increased  bat  the  demand  for  the  product  was  stimulated,  a  matter  of 
especial  importance  just  at  this  time.

This  is  a  requirement  of  the  accounting 
officers  of  the  Treasui^'  who  are  the  final  judges  as  to  whether  the  ■ 
facts  actually  establish  an  exigency.    Other  statements,  showing  why- 
competition  is  not  obtained  where  the  am-ount  is  over  $50,00.  or  why 
contract  articles  are  not  used,  must  be  reasonable.    A  mere  prefer- 
ence for  a  particular  make  of  an  article  is  not  an  excuse.    In  this

Mr.  George  Livingston,  who  has  "been  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Markets  since  the  resignation  of  Mr,  Charles  J.  Brand  in  I919,  has 
resigned  effective  July  1,    At  the  special  request  of  Secretary- 
Wallace  he  will  reiaain  in  the  "bureau  for  a  limited  period  to  act 
as  Consulting  Specialist  and  to  assist  his  successor  v/ho  has  not 
yet  "been  chosen.    Mr.  Livingston  will  enter  ccmmercial  work, 

Mr,  Livingston  joined  the  staff  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets 
in  1915  as  Specialist  in  Grain  Marketing.    The  first  "bureau 
"bulletin  he  prepared  was  on  "Marketing  Grain  at  Country  Points."- 
In  1916,  when  the  grain  standards  Act  was  passed,  the  "bureau  was 
called  upon  to  take  immediate  charge  of  its  administration,  Mr, 
Livingston  then  acted  under  Mr.  Brand's  direct  supervision  in  ex- 
plaining ani  enforcing  the  act  throughout  the  country.    He  was  al- 
so instrumental  .in  developing  the  system  of  grain  supervision  now 
in  force.    By  I919  when  Mr.  Brand  resigned  the  "bureau  had  grown 
to  such  an  extent  that  a  reorganization  had  "become  necessary'  and 
this  V7as  the  first  work  that  Mr.  Livingston  undertook  as  chief  • 
In  addition  to  grouping  projects  into  divisions  he  undertook  the 
development  of  cost  of  marketing  studies,  the  foreign  market  ser** 
vice  and  the  effective  dissemination  of  ma^rket  information.  These 
lines  of  work  were  fostered  because  of  their  fundamental  importance 
in  the  development  of  thorough,  accurate  and  broad  studies  in  mar- 
keting su"bjects,-  To  achieve  the  more  effective  dissemination  of 
market  news,  the  puhLication  of  The  Market  Reporter  was  begun, 
under  Mr.  Livingstones  direction.    In  addition  to  his  constructive 
work  for  the  "bireau,  Mr,  Livingston  won  the  warm  personal  regard  of 
the  members  of  the  bureau  staff  and  their  good  wishes  which  will 
accompany  him  in  his  future  activities  are  most  sincere.    In  com- 
menting on  Mr,  Livingston's  resignation,  Secretary  Wallace  said, 
"It  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  and  indeed  national  loss  that  the 
Governm.ent  is,  at  least  for  the  time  being,  unable  to  meet  the 
competition  of  private  enterprise  in  the  matter  of  salaries  and 
thus  finds  itself  continually  handicapped  in  carrying  out  its  work 
in  the  most  efficient  manner.    In  view  of  all  the  circumstances 
and  of  your  greater  opportunities  I  am  compelled  to  accept  your 
resignation  as  chief  of  the  bureau,  but  if  you  may  find  it  possible 
to  so  arrange  your  affairs  as  to  continue  to  assist  the  Department 
for  a  few  months  at  least  as  a  consulting  specialist  in  marketing 
I  shall  appreciate  it," 
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Cn  Monday    morning  the  staff  of  the  "bureau  presented  Mr. 
Livingston  with  a  Hamilton  gold  watch,  a  gold  chain  and  a  Imife, 
in  appreciation  of  his  services  in  the  "bureau  and  as  a  mark  of  the 
esteem  in  which  he  is  held*    The  fund  for  the  purchase  was  raised 
by  popiolar  subscription  and  was  contributed  by  a  large  number  of 
the  enrployes.    No  presentation  speech  was  made,  but  a  short  letter 
engrossed  by  Mr.  J.  V.  Ficklin  accompanied  the  gift  and  the  office 
was  decorated  v\rith  flowers.    The  inner  case  of  the  watch  was  en- 
graved with  the  words  "In  appreciation  of  loyal  and  effective 
service  I915-I921"  and  the  outside  with  an  autograph  reproduction 
of  Mr.  Livingstones  characteristic  signature  "G-.  L." 

2.  LSGISLATIVE  MATTEBS  OF  INTEREST  TO  THE  HJBEAU . 

H.  R.  6320,  a  "bill  to  regulate  interstate  and  foreign  com- 
merce in  live  stock,  live-stock  products,  dairy  products,  poultry, 
poultry  products,  and  eggs,  and  for  other  purposes,  has  been  passed 
by  the  Senate,  . 

H.  R.  7102,  a  bill  to  fix  standards  for  hajupers,  roimd 
stave  baskets,  and  splint  baskets  for  fruits  and  vegetables,  has 
been  reported  to  the  House  from  the  Comnittee  on  Coinage,  Weights 
and  Measures.  -  " 

H.  R,  7103,  a  bill  to  esta"blish  the  standard  of  weights  and 
neasures  for  the  following  wheat  •mill  and  corn-mill  products,  name- 
ly, flours,  hominy,  grits,  and  meals,  and  all  comnercial  feeding 
stuffs,  has  been  reported  to  the  House  from  the  Committee  on  Coin- 
age, Weights  and  Measures. 

3.  ECOTOMICS  CM^IITTEE  MEETS , 

Several  important  meetings  of  the  Economics  Committee,  in 
which  the  bureau  v/as  represented  by  Mr,  Estabrook,  were  held  last 
week  to  consider  pending  legislation  affecting  agriculture.  The 
Committee  arrived  at  certain  definite  conclusions,  which  will  be 
announced  later,  with  respect  to  reorganizing  the  forces  and  re- 
directing the  activities  of  the  Department  with  a  view  to  more 
efficient  service  along  economic  lines.    The  Corrmittee  also 
recommended  a  more  complete  separation  of  regulatoiy  work  from  re- 
search and  service  activities.    Some  of  the  changes  proposed  will 
have  a  far-reaching  effect  on  the  futrj?e  organization  and  work  of 
the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates.    Bean  Hunt  of  California, 
Professor  Christie  of  Indiana,  Professor  Warren  of  Oomell, 
Professor  Boss  of  Mirmesota,  and  Professor  Cooper  of  Kentucky,  took 
part  in  the  discussions  and  joined  in  the  recconendations. 
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Hon,  Sycjiey  Anderson,  Chairman  of  the  Congressional  Conmission 
on  Agricultural  Inquiry,  conferred  with  Mr^  Estabrook  this  week  with 
reference  to  securing  complete  data  with  respect  to  production,  con- 
sunption,  in^-orts  and  exports,  carry-over  and  stocks  on  hand,  of  the 
staple  surplus  crops  of  the  United  States  and  foreign  co-untries,  and 
with  respec^u  to  a  program  of  investigations       the  Congressional  Can- 
mission.    [Jhe  Commissicn  proposes  to  utilize  all  the  information  hear- 
ing on  th^  subject  of  their _^investigat ion  now  available  in  the 
Executivp3  departments, 

5-      MiNCBHRIAN  VISITORS  AT  THE  NEW  YORK  OFFICE  > 

J,  Takahashi,  the  chief  grain  inspector  at  Darien,  Manchuria, 
visited,  the  New  York  office  of  this  bureau  last  week.    He  was 
ac^^onpanied  by  Yasuznori  Igarashi,  Zenejero  Tanika\Ta  and  Jiro  Suzuki, 
^-il  officials  of  the  S outh. Man churian- Railway  Cbnrpany,    Grain  in- 
spection in  Manchuria  is  limited  to  soy  beans  according  to  Mr. 
Takahashi  who  said  that  the  uniformity  of^  inspection  is  100^  as  all 
inspectors  are  required  to  accept  the  grade  awarded  ly  the  original 
inspector.    There  are  fifty  inspectors  in  Manchuria,  20  at  Darien  and 
30  inlar^d.    They  are  enployed  by  the  railroad  at  the  request  of  the 
grain  es:change  at  Darien,    Soy  beans  are  graded  on  three  nmerical 
grades,  and  one  sample  one. 

Of  late,  wheat  production  has  been  on  the  increase  in 
Manchuria  and  it  is  planned  to  establish  grades  for  wheat  and  for 
maize  in  the  near  future.    The  South  Manchurlan  Railway  is  planning 
to  buy  some  modem  grain  inspection  equipment  and  set  up  a  laboratory 
and  investigational  office  at  Darien  for  grain  standardization  work. 
A  dryer  and  cleaning-  apparatus  for  soy  beans  will  also  be  added  to 
the  facilities  for  handling  grain  at  that  port.    Manchurian  grain  is 
now  handled  only  in  bags.      Bilk  handling  is  still  to  be  developed. 

^-      INITBSTIGATION  OF  TOBACCO  GRADES  IN  PEimSYLVANIA , 


An  investigation  of  the  grading  and  marketing  of  tobacco 
will  be  undertaken  cooperatively  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Markets 
and  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
tentative  grades  for  the  principal  types  of  tobacco,  grown  in  that 
and  adjacent  States.    The  purpose  of  the  investigation  is  to  bring 
about  such  correlation  between  these  grades  and  the  tentative  grades 
that  may  be  formulated  in  other  States  as  to  result  in  a  single  sys- 
tem of  comparable  market  grades  for  all  of  the  principal  t;^'pes  of 
American  groi'm  tobacco.    This  bureau  will  pay  the  salary  of  the 
Specialist  who  will  be  in  charge  of  the  work  and  the  expenses  will 
be  paid  by  the  Pennsylvania  Bureau  of  Markets. 
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7.      FREIGHT  RATES  INCHEASE  PRICES  . 

An  investigation  of  freight  rates  "ty  tlie  Econanics  Committee 
shows  that  the  average  increase  since  I913  is  SO  per  cent;  that  the 
average  tonnage  of  fann  crops  and  live  stock  moved  on  railroads  d-ur- 
ing  1916,  1917,  191s,  and  I919  was  $3-7^  and  in  I92O  it  was  $6,7l|; 
that  the  total  charge  for  haiiling  a  yearns  tonnage  of  faim  crops  is 
$1,03^,000,000;    and  that  the  increased  cost  to  be  deducted  frcm 
the  prices  of  producers  or  added  to  the  prices  paid  "by  consmers, 
or  "both,  is  $U60,000,000, 

S.      PURCHASING  POWER  OF  FAEM  PR0I3UCTS .
